“CEASE MILITARY ACTIONS” 

The communist-backed rebels in Laos say they have 
“ceased military actions.’ The announcement relayed 
through Red China — says they called for a front lines 
truce meeting with the pro-western forces. However, 
there is no immediate word from Laos that the fighting 
has stopped. 


PROMPTS CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM 

The continuing lull in the Laotian civil war has 
prompted a cautious optimism in official Washington. 
U-S officials say possibilities have improved for taking 
the Laotian conflict out of the battlefield and into the con- 
ference room. A truce would set the stage for the 14- 
nation Geneva Conference beginning May 12th, 


NEXT TENTATIVE DATE 

Rocket scientists at Cape Canaveral have named 
Friday as the next tentative date for America’s first 
manned space flight. The shot could have been re 
scheduled for tomorrow, but project Mercury directors 
want to give the spaceman ~Commander Allan Shephard — 
another day’s rest. Bad weather postponed the shot yes- 
terday. 


BRITISH GOV'T EMPLOYEE GIVEN 42 YEARS 

A British government employee has been sentenced to 
42 years in prison after admitting he had spied for Russia 
since November 1951. Britain's Lord Chief Justice told 
38-year old George Blake —— “Your case is one of the 
worst that can be envisaged in times of peace.” The 
British Attorney General says the information Blake turn- 
ed over to Russia was important but did not pertain to se- 
cret or nuclear weapons. 


HEARS ANOTHER WITNESS 

The Jerusalem court trying accused mass murderer 
Adolf Eichmann heard another witness tell of the horrors 
the Jews went through during World War Two. The women 
said starvation and deportation cut the number of Jews in 
the Warsaw Ghetto from 500-thousand to 60-thousand. 


EXPLOSION SHATTERS FACTORY 

An explosion shattered a fireworks factory in Caracas, 
Venezuala and the surrounding houses early today, killing 
an estimated 200 persons and injuring at least 50 others. 
Authorities say 15 bodies have been recovered and five 
others are believed buried in the debris. 


NEW BILL PASSED 

A pill passed in the House of Commons last night 
means that large fishing vessels can fish the area between 
three and 12 miles off Canada’s coast. It removes a 46- 
year old anomaly which kept larger Canadian vessels 
outside a 12-mile limit while allowing foreign vessels to 
come in to three miles. The restriction was originally 1m- 
posed to protect hook and line fishermen -- who now haye 
almost disappeared. 


SHOULD TAKE UNILATERAL ACTION 

Opposition leader Lester B. Pearson told the commons 
last night that Canada — like iceland — should take unilat- 
eral action to extend her territorial waters to a 12-mile 
limit. He reminded the commons that a Canadian-United 
States proposal for a 12-mile international limit was de- 
feated by one vote at last year’s Geneva law of the sea con- 
ference. Two conservative members warned that any 
Canadian attempt to enforce a 12-mile limit could lead to 
United Sates retaliation. 


EMPHASIZES SERIOUSNESS 

Tokyo sources say that Communist China’s purchase 
of 360-million dollars worth of Canadian wheat and Bar- 
ley emphasizes the seriousness of China’s food problems. 
But, they say, there are strong indications that some of 
China’s troubles stem from the commune system — and 
not all from floods and shearing drought that have wiped 
out vast acreages. Foreign experts are wondering where 
China will find the money to pay Canada while fulfilling 
promises of economic aid to several countries. 


CALL FOR MORE FUNDS 

Canadian and U-S plant and animal disease experts 
have called for more funds to fight the importation of 
pests by ship and plane. Experts meeting in Syracuse, 
New York, yesterday said that unless more money is pro- 
vided, such tree diseases as the Dutch Elm disease and 
pests like the Oriental rat will continue to spread. One 
official warned that plant and tree diseases are particu- 
larly likely to spread via foreign ships on the St. Law- 
rence seaway.

THE BAD OLD DAYS 

Tt was small wonder, said Clara Boyle, in a talk 
broadcast recently in the BBC programmze ‘The North- 
countryman’, that about two hundred years ago only 
curates who had not been ordained served in Britain’s 
Lakeland country, for the livings in those days were 
worth only three to five pound a year, plus a meagre 
allowance of clothing. The poor parsons were most 
often village schoolmasters, but worked at all other 
kinds of trades. Many of them were remarkable 
characters, like Robert Walker, who enjoyed the cus- 
tomary honorary title of ‘Sir’ and was nicknamed 
‘The Wonderful’. Though born in 1790, his memory 
was still cherished in his district. Being delicate he had 
been ‘bred for @ scholar’, became schoolmaster at 
Buttermere and in 1886 was appointed to Seathwaite 
where the living was worth £5 a year. Nonetheless, 
he educated his large family and left £2,000 and a large 
stock of cloth when he died. He achieved this, Clara 
Boyle explained, by turning the parsonage into an 
alehouse, though he never drank himself. “And daily, 
for eight hours, he taught the children sitting around 
him within the altar rails, at the same time working 
his spinning wheel. He toiled as a labourer and also 
acted as accountant and will-maker for the neighbour- 
hood.’ From time to time ‘Sir’ Robert Walker had 
another source of income. Smuggling was rife, and 
after a haul he used to post up notices that it would be 
“nconvenient’ to hold services that day, after which he 
received his share of the contraband.

A NEW FIRE - RESISTANT PAINT 

Paint is generally regarded as a danger rather than 
a safeguard in case of fire. But today there are several 
paints that have fire-resistant qualities. A new type, 
called Trerock, produced by a British firm, was describ- 
ed by Laurence Spicer in a recent broadcast in the BBC 
General Overseas Service. 

“The substance is made in twenty colours and is ap- 
plied to the surface in the same way as any paint,” he 
+ said, “having as good a decorative effect and an immense 

fire resistance. When the wall painted with Trerock is 
exposed to heat, the constituents of it fuse together to 
form an impervious film over the surface and so prevent 
either the inflammable gases in the wall escaping or oxy- 
gen getting into contact with this and so igniting if. 
Added to this, it is thought that the paint will absorb 
some of the heat from its source during the chemical re- 
action of the fusing of the constituents. 

“Trerock is also used in the making of fibreboard, giv- 
ing that normally inflammable substance a great resist- 
ance to heat and, on the side, saving the buyer the trou- 
ple of having to paint the board after putting it into 
place. 

“Finally, the makers could not have received a bet- 
ter ‘pat on the back’ for their product than an incident 
that occurred recently when a workman, working in one 
of the rooms of a large office block being built for one 
of the big insurance companies in Britain, knocked an 
oil heater over and started a fire. The room had been 
completely painted with Trerock and the fire was con- 
fined to that one room.’—BBC London Letter. 


PROBLEM OF POVERTY 

If we accept that the family is the unit around 
which our particular society revolves, then our human 
economy must be conducted so as to respect the nature 
of marriage and adyance the welfare of the family. Hist- 
ory shows that no civilization has long endured without 
a vigorous healthy family life and that one of the first 
symptoms of the decay of a civilization is the disintegra- 
tion of its family life. But what happens to those famil- 
ies today in which money, or rather lack of it, is the 
sovereign ill? 

The problem of insufficient money for some fam- 
jlies in our country is not a new one, but certain new ele- 
ments are present in our current living. Because we do 
have a high standard of living in relation to consumer 
goods, there is the contrast between the prosperity of a 
large segment of the population and the low purchasing 
power of a relatively small segment. The smaller the 
proportion of the population with economic hardship, 
the more difficult the role of this group becomes is so- 
ciety. In our culture it,is assumed that people are able 
to supply themselves with material goods that are im- 
plied in our increasingly high standard of living. The 
pressures for conformity, emphasized by movies, radio, 
television and advertising, not only have the purpose of 
making everyone desire certain goods, but to think that 
they must have them. Families with little money are 
not immune to the pressures. The resulting frustration 
creates many tensions between husband and wife as well 
as between parents and children. 

Money worries beset even the high wage earner, 
but given a marginal income and the increasing demands 
of a growing family, what are the effects on family life 
of low earnings, excessive credit buying, uncontrollable 
debts? Often they are: threat of garnishees and result- 
ant loss of employment; quarrelling and tension among 
family members; continuous pressure from creditors 
with all the subtle and direct anxiety they can arouse; 
loss of credit to buy new necessities; removal of eyen 
the sympathetic support of available relatives, who be- 
come condemnatory of the embattled family; loss of com- 
munity resources such as church organizations when 
they become discouraged by repeated appeals to them 
for assistance; and finally the rejection of society when, 
because of family disintegration, members come to the 
notice of law-enforcing bodies through minor or major 
violation of the rules which society has made.

FIRE AND THOUGHTLESSNESS 

Each spring regardless of the many methods used 
to try to inform the public living within the fire dis- 
trict. and the summer residents who may come occasion- 
ally on weekends, that the fire season opens on April 
lst, there are a great many people who still persist in 
burning without a permit early in the season. 

On some occasions these fires, intended to be only 
small fires, get away on the person who started them 


and endanger land nearby. In some cases this is grass, 
and in others it might be valuable buildings, timber, or a 
bit of land with great aesthetic value. In the last two 
cases it may take many years to repair the damage caus- 
ed by fire. 

When this occurs the usual excuse is that the party 
concerned thought that the fire season did not open 
until some time later than April 1st. 

It seems an unfortunate human trait that any law 
which is not well enforced and which does not have 
penalties exacted for violations or non-observance is us- 
ually ignored until such time as charges are laid and 
penalties exacted. 

his also appears to be one of the most direct ways 
of spreading information to the public. When charges 
are laid and fines paid the news spreads in a manner 
similar to the way ripples spread on a pond when a stone 
or other object is dropped in the water. 

Charges are laid under the Forest Firts Prevention 
Act against any one who sets out fire without first ob- 
taining a fire permit. This has already happened in one 
case in the Haliburton area, The party responsble for 
the fire is also liable for all costs involved in fighting 
the fre. 

A good policy is “When in doubt phone your nearest 
Ranger Station and be sure.” The Ranger Stations are 
open seven days a week during the season for the conven- 
ience of the public as well as to safeguard our forests.

TORONTO-DOMINION ADOPTS 
A NEW COMMON LANGUAGE 

New cheques being issued by the Toronto-Dominion 
Bank bear strange looking numerals. 

These are what North American and United King- 
dom Bankers call “A new common language” and the 
Toronto-Dominion Bank 1s the first in Canada to start 
making use of them. 

Canadians will be seeing much more of these charac- 
ters in the future. They are printed with magnetic ink 
and are being introduced to pave the way for the intro- 
duction of electronic machines which will sort cheques 
at a fantastic rate—up to 90,000 per hour. The charac- 
ters make up a code which can be read by the electronic 
machines. 

Magnetic inq printing is a new facility for process- 
ing cheques and otter bank documents. The common 
language of numerals and symbols will appear on all 
of our cheques, regardless of who draws them, or on 
what branch they are drawn. The numbers and charact- 
ers are imprinted in an ink containing iron oxide, which 
can be charged and read, at super speeds, by magnetic 
ink character reading (Micr) equipment. 

Each cheque or bank document will bear a code 
which will identify the bank, and the particular branch. 
In the case of branches in larger centres it will also in- 
dicate the type of transaction, the type of account and 
the account number. The possibility of errors in pro- 
cessing is extremely small. Each character has a differ- 
ent magnetic signal and the character code is printed 
on all cheques in a specifically defined location, enabling 
the machine to read them correctly and quickly. 

Why is this revolutionary change in methods nec- 
essary? 

The reason is the fast growing avalanche of paper 
which confronts the banks each day. In Canada the 
number of cheques issued is about 2,500,000 per bank- 
ing day—a total of 650,000,000 annually. At present, 
each cheque is handled up to 20 times. 

This enormous amount of processing must be done 
as economically as possible in the interests of giving 
the best service to the bank’s customers. Magnetic ink 
printing and Micr equipment offers the best solution to 
these problems.

FREE PARKING FOR TOWN EMPLOYEES 

A request for free parking by members of Lindsay’s 
Fire Department is reported to have met with disfavor by 
the town’s chairman of property. According to the re- 
port, he takes the view that these employees are well 
paid and should be able to take care of the expense of 
parking their car if they wish to drive to work. 

For several years free parking has been provided 
for many municipal employees and we can’t for the life 
of us see how the town “can make fish of one and fry 
of another”. The privilege would either have to be with- 
drawn completely or generally accorded. 

It is common knowledge that parking space is at 
a premium in Lindsay’s downtown streets and with this 
in view, we believe it would be advantageous to provide 
off-street parking for civic employees to the fullest possi- 
ble extend. Many business houses endeavour to ensure 
that there is parking accomodation for their staff and 
visitors. Does not the town have a similar responsibility in 
the interests of creating as much on-the-street parking 
as possible for the transient motoring public? 


REWARDING THE SAFE DRIVER 

This week at Lindsay fourteen drivers in the em- 
ploy of Brewers’ Warehousing Company were presented 
with awards for safe conduct on the highway. The 
policy of rewarding drivers for operating company vehi- 
cles safely has been a continuing one with the firm and 
one which deserves special commendation. This prac- 
tice is an incentive to the drivers to do their utmost to 
keep their records free from blemish and in so doing they 
not only help prevent accidents but set an example for 
others, 

While it is necessary to provide a penalty for those 
who do not drive with care, we have always believed 
that the counterpart is likely to be more effective— 
awarding a driver for maintaining a clean record. An 
ounce of prevention is still worth a pound of cure.

WHAT’S IN 
A HANDBAG 

There's more to a handbag 
than the look of if. However 
smart its appearance, unless 
you and your handbag are go- 
ing to be tempermentally suit- 
ed, there’s strife ahead!

“Size’’, 
for instance, includes size of 
bill, size of legs, and very im- 
portant, size of tail in rela- 
tion to known birds. “Sight” | 
includes even more features |

Your Bridge will probably im- 
prove as a result, but happily 
you'll enjoy yourself thor- 
oughly while you learn, 

The Duplicate Board makes 
it easy for you to pass the 52 
cards of a deal to another 
table with the four original 
hands intact. Each of the four 
original hands goes into an 
elastic band and there is no 
risk of upsetting the arrange- 
ment of the cards. One of the 
pockets is marked Dealer. 
Some of the sections may be 
marked Vulnerable, which of 
course means that the players 
who hold those cards are vul- 
nerable. 

Many boards are used in a 
duplicate game since in the 
course of an eyening’s play 
you would expect to bid and 
play about 25 or 30 hands. 
Bach board is numbered and 
the position of the dealer and 
vulnerability differ from one 
board to another. 

Each board has an arrow 
pointing to “North”. The

Weed Killers 
In Granules 


Weed killers now ayailable 
as liquids or wettable pow- 
ders are being tested for use 
as granular compounds — a 
form for, which many adyan- 
tages are claimed, says Dr. 
W. J. Saidak of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture, 

Dr. Saidak, who is with 
the weed investigations sec- 
tion of the Plant Products 
Division, forecasts that gran- 
ular form of weed killers 
will become the most popular 
for horticultural crops. It 
leaves no sprayed weed killer 
sticking to the leaves, which 
could kill the plant, and it is 
convenient in that no water 
|is required in its application. 
Most of the common chem- 
ical weed killers applied in 
granular form are as effect- 
ive as in spray form. 
| Main obstacle to wide- 
Spread use of granular weed 
killers is that the equipment 
now available does not dis- 
tribute the granules uni-

Beside the Travelling score- 
sard which we discussed last 
solumn, every experienced du- 
plicate player keeps a private 
score-card. This may he a 
regular printed card, or it 
may be merely a travelling 
scoreslip converted for the 
moment into a private score. 
The idea is that you want a 
record of what you did on each 
board so that you can discuss 
the interesting hands later on 
with your partner or with 
other players. 

Perhaps when you play 
board 5 you have a feeling 
that you should have made 4 
spades instead of going down 
one. If you have a private 
score, you put a check mark 
opposite board 5 and look up 
the travelling scoreslip later 
on to see whether or not other 
players actually made 4 
spades. If you didn’t keep the 
private score you probably 
would forget all about board 
5 and the other problem hands 
by the end of the session. 

Another reason for keeping 
the private score is to have a 
reminder of what you did on 
each board in case some play- 
er asks you whether or not you 
bid the same on board so-and- 
so. Such discussions are half 
the fun of playing in duplicate 
games, in addition to which 


they are often highly instruc- 
tive. 


Here’s an important point 
to remember. If you keep the 
private score card, enter the 
result of each hand in such 
a way that your opponents 
can’t see what else is written 
on the card. It would be yery 
embarrassing for them to see 
what score you had obtained 
on a board that they had not 
yet played. For the same rea- 
son, you never throw your 
private scorecard away during 
the middle of the game even 
if you are justly annoyed with 
it. Somebody else may pick it 
up and get information about 
a board that he still has to play. 

After a suitable number of 
rounds the duplicate game 
comes to an end. The direc- 
tors gather up all the travel- 
ing scoreslips and retires to a 
corner of the room where he 
MATCH-POINTS the slips, 
thereby determining the final 
score of each pair. 

MATCH POINTS 

Each hand counts equally 
towards your final score, re- 
gardless of whether the hand 
will produce a grand slam a 
small score or even down two! 
With this method you can’t 
rely on a few big hands, you 
have to play well on ALL of 
the hands. The director com- 
pares your score on each 
board with the score of each 
pair that played the board in 
the-same direction. That is if

The direc- 
tor gives you one match point 
for each such pair that you 
beat and one half point for 
each pair you tied. 


YOUR TOTAL SCORE 

‘After the director has 
matchpointed all the score 
slips, he adds up all of the 
match points that were scored 
by each of the pairs. The 
totals are usually posted on a 
blackboard. 

You don’t expect to win 
your first duplicats game na- 
turally, but you should aim to 
get above average. Lets take 
an example. Suppose you 
play in a 7 table game with 
28 boards in all. Top on any 
board is 6 match points and 
an average is therefore 3 
match points. {f you multiply 
average on a board (3 points) 
by the number of boards (28 
boards) you get 84 match 
points - which is average for 
the session. Your score is 
sometimes expressed in per- 
centage of top on every board. 
Average would be 50%. The 
duplicate is usually won by a 
score of slightly more than 
60%. A score of 65% is us- 
nally, good and 70% is really 
phenomenal.

Administrator reports 


hospital 
fire emergency program 


The Ross Memorial Hospital 
has completed a written fire 
emergency programme. The 
announcement was contained 
in the report of Administrator 
Brie Freeborn at the regular 
meeting of the hospital’s Board 
of Governors Thursday night. 
Mr. Freeborn said that the 
programme was the result of 
consultation with the various 
department heads and Fire 
Chief Arnold Watson of the 
Lindsay Fire Department. 
“This basic fire procedure 
manual will be supplemented 
by individual routines develop- 
ed within each department of 
the hospital following the bas- 
ic principles outlined,” said 
Mr. Freeborn. “The proposed 
fire procedure is now in the 
hands of the management 
committee of the board, await- 
ing their recommendation to 
the board for approval,” he 
said. 

Also included in Mr. Free- 
born’s report were reports of 
bargaining meetings and stat- 
istics for the month as follows: 

“In addition, we have now 
concluded bargaining meetings 
with the Union having arrived 
at a proposed collective agree- 
ment with the Union repre- 
senting our Engineering De- 
partment. This agreement 
will be recommended by the 
Board by the Management 
Committee for approval. 

“Statistically, the month of 
March shows a general increase 
in all departments compared to 
February, 1961, and year to 
date figures show a similar in- 
crease. 

“Admissions are up 29 In 
March compared to February, 
1961 and 406 in 1961 compar- 
ed to 1960, in other words, an 
increase of 53%. 

“Patient days service rend- 
ered in March totalled 3,484 
compared to 3,002 the prev- 
ious month and are up 3,435 
in 1961 over 1960. 

“Bverage Daily occupancy 
was 111.4 patients compared 
with 107.3 in February, Year 
to date figures show an aver- 
age of 110.7 in 1961 compar- 
ed to 71.7 in 1960. 

“Our percentage occupancy 
in relation to our rated capac- 
ity ran at 94% in our Nursing 
Units, excluding maternity 
which ran at only 55% occu- 
pancy. 

“Out-patient service is up 
slightly over February and 
shows an increase of 55 pa- 
tients treated compared to 
1960. 

“Surgical operations are up 
14 in March over February, 
and year to date figures indi- 
cate an increase of 428 pat- 
jents compared to 1960. It 
should be pointed out, howev-

er, that this figure will be 
slightly distorted due to the 
fact that in the old hospital re- 
moval of casts were not shown 
as minor operations as they 
are now where we have a prop- 
er Emergency Department 
where this work is now done.

Hives Can Be Stubborn 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: On 
various occasions during the 
past few months I have broken 
out with a mess of hives over 
most of my body. At times 
my lips and eyes become so 
swollen you’d think I’d been 
in a brawl. After a few days 
of taking pyribenzamine and 
cortisone which my doctor pré- 
scribes, the hives disappear — 
only to return again. Will 
you discuss this stubborn con- 
dition? Thank you. — Mr. L., 
Calif. 

Answer: If you have ever 
had an attack of “acute” hives 
you may wonder what all the 
shooting is about. Probably 
your doctor gave you an injec- 
tion of adrenalin or an anti- 
histaminic— and within hours 
your attack was over, never to 
return again. 

However, it’s an entirely dif 
ferent story with patients who 
suffer from “chronic” hives. 
This form of urticaria often 
lasts on and off for many 
months, Both doctor and pa- 
tient are sorely tried to keep 
up their faith and hope that 
they will be able to master this 
itchy mess. Wheales— large 
or small—may pop out on any 
part of the body. The discom- 
fort drives some persons to 
distraction. They can’t sleep 
or eat; they can’t work or re- 
lax. 

The doctor’s job is to set out 
on a frustrating trail of detec- 
tive work. If you have chron- 
ic urticaria, he will put you on 
a basic diet and gradually add 
other foods in hopes of dis- 
covering one to which you are 
allergic. He may take skin 
tests. He will check on the 
perfumes you use; the soaps 
you wash with; the clothes you 
wear. Do you have some para- 
sitie (worm) or bacterial in- 
fection? What drugs have you 
been taking lately? Are the vil- 
lians among these group: liv- 
er extracts, insulin, vitamins, 
various sera (vaccines), penicil- 
lin? There are dozens of oth- 
ers. 

Sometimes chronic urticaria 
is associated with underlying 
illness of a severe nature. 
Therefore, in chronic hives, 
you should present yourself 
for a compete physical examin- 
ation. 

And let’s not forget the ef- 
fect of strong emotions. Frus- 
tration and chronic hositility 
and resentment can produce 
chronic hives. 

I shall never forget the pa- 
tient who had a most severe 
case of intractable hives for 
months. I could not find the 
cause, Just about when I and 
a consulting dermatologist 
were about ready to give up

NEGOTIATIONS WILL OPEN MAY 20TH 

The long-awaited peace negotiations between France 
and the Algerian rebels will open May 20th at the French 
resort town of Evian on Lake Geneva. Both the French 
governments and the Algerian rebels announced the 
date in communiques issued in Paris and Tunis. The 
talks originally had been set for April seventh but were 
postponed because the rebels insisted on being the only 
spokesman for Algerian moslems. ‘Today’s announce- 
ment did not mention whether the controversy has been 
settled. 


THREE-DAY CONFERENCE ENDS 

The three-day conference of Nato foreign ministers 
has ended in Oslo, Norway, with the Atlantic allies pledg- 
ing to safeguard the freedom of Berlin. The 15 Nato 
nations announced their determination to block the 
communist drive for global expansion, but at the same 
time offered to negotiate “just and equitable solutions 
of outstanding political problems” with the Soviet Bloc. 


PROTESTS TO COMMISSION 

Informed sources say the government of Laos has 
protested to the international control commission that the 
rebels have broken the ceasefire. The sources say the 
government complained that rebel forces attacked goy- 
ernment guerrillas after the cease-fire was proclaimed 
last Wednesday. The commission says it has received an 
invitation to go to the rebel stronghold and presumably 
the protest will be taken up there. 


ARRIVE FOR TALKS 

In Geneva, representatives to the 14-nation Laos 
peace conference are arriving for the talks, which are 
scheduled to begin Friday. But there is no certainty 
there will be a conference since the U-S says it will not 
take part until a cease-fire in Laos is verified. However, 
the British Foreign office has expressed optimism the 
conference will begin as planned. 


MORE ANTI-SEMITE THAN HITLER 

Accused mass murderer. Adolf Eichmann was charg- 
ed today with being a more rabid anti-semite than Adolf 
Hitler. Evidence was produced showing Eichmann 
allegedly urged the continuation of the exe- 
cution of Jews even after Hitler had ordered to stop it. 
The document claimed Hichmann felt Hitler was being too 
soft toward the Jews in Holland. 


WRECKAGE SIGHTED 
Paris, (UPI)— It’s been reported that the wreckage 
of an airplane has been sighted in the Sahara desert. 
Planes have been searching the Sahara for an Air France 
plane missing since yesterday with 69 persons aboard. 


19-YEAR OLD YOUTH TO DIE 

_ A 19-year old undersized youth has been sentenced to 
death for the slaying of a Montreal scrapyard operator 
during an attempted robbery, Justice Wilfrid Lazure 
yesterday sentenced Gaston Bouchard to be hanged on 
August 18th after telling him “you have created your own 
misfortune... . . you must serve as an example to those 
who do not hesitate to use violence to carry out their 
criminal purposes.” Bouchard admitted he slugged 
Marcus Hilsenrath, with a monkey-wrench in February. 


NEW ROLE 
Sources say External Affairs Minister Howard Green 
may have opened a new role for Canada -— that of critic 
of Washington foreign policy. Experts say that Green’s 
warning may mean that Canada intends to act as a frank 
commentator on U-S actions. Apparently no one else in 
the western camp wants to take on the job,

PERHAPS SATURDAY WOULD BE A GOOD DAY 

It was with interest that we noted Mayor Jos. Holtom 
did not receive the support of Lindsay's Council in his re- 
quest that members sit for an additional period at the re- 
gular May Meeting. This might be as good a time as any 
to suggest once more that council give serious considera- 
tion to holding their meetings in the daytime. 

Anyone attending council meetings has probably 
been aware of the restlessness which exists among mem- 
bers when night meetings go beyond a certain point. 
These people have, for the most part, already put in a full 
day’s work and night finds them in need of rest. It is 
hardly the most desirable time to conduct the important 
business of the town. 

Most members of council could likely arrange to 
meet on Saturday and the fact that they would be re- 
freshed from a night’s rest should expedite the handling 
of business before them. Such a plan might well result 
in fewer meetings being required to cover the same 
amount of ground. 


THIS IS A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION 

After the end of June, there will be no valid excuse 
for members of council not being up to scratch on the 
subject of their duties to the municipality they repre- 
sent, The Dept. of Municipal Affairs is in process of 
preparing a manual for newly-elected municipal council- 
lors which will clearly outline their duties and responsi- 
bilities. The manual is being drafted by C. W. Yates, 
general municipal counsel, under the direction of the 
minister of Municipal Affairs and will be presented at 
the Ontario mayors’ and reeves’ convention in London 
on June 26th. Among other things the manual will ex- 
plain what constitutes “conflict of interests” and how 
councillors can be disqualified or unseated. Another 
section covers financial matters, pointing out that coun- 
cillors don’t haye unlimited powers and jurisdiction in 
incurring municipal debts. 

According to a press report on the subject, “the 


manual was prepared after a series of municipal scand-.... 


als in the province during the past few years. They re- 
vealed that many councillors were not aware of their 
duties and responsibilities.” 

A manual of the type described should be invalu- 
able not only to new councillors but to some of longer 
standing who have either not had the time or opportun- 
ity of familiarizing themselves with their duties and re- 
sponsibilities to the municipality. It should be of spec- 
ial interest tothe press as well, permitting it to keep the 
public informed on this important part of our democrat- 
ic system of government at the grassroots level. 


THE NEED IS THERE 

An urgent need always becomes most apparent in an 
emergency and this is especially true where human life is 
involved. 

Several months ago Lindsay’s expanded Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital opened its doors to the public and 
has been providing an increasingly efficient 
service to the community. However, for all its modern 
equipment and capable nursing maintenance and admin- 
istrative staff, the hospital lacks what to many people 
is considered an essential human factor—the presence of 
a resident physician-surgeon who would be immediately 
available in the event of an emergency. We'll say, for 
example, an accident occurs in the dead of night, and lots 
of them do in this age of stepped up highway traffic. 
Police are called, an ambulance is summoned, and its 
driver risks his own neck to get the accident victims 
to hospital on the double. But when they get there, they 
find it is still necessary to summon a doctor before the 
people in trouble can be given attention, This, to the 
layman, would appear to involve an undesirable time 
loss in an emergency situation, We as a newspaper 
fee] the people of this community would like to have the 
assurance that medical aid is immediately available to 
anyone entering hospital at any time of the day or 
night,

FAIR ACCOMODATION PRACTICES 

Ontario's seven thousand tourist resort operators 
will this week receive a letter from ‘Thomas M. Eberlee, 
Secretary of the Ontario Human Rights Commission, urg- 
ing strict compliance with provincial legislature govern- 
ing fair accomodation practices. : 

The operators will also receive the current issue of 
the Commission's bulletin “Human Relations”, which pub- 
lishes a complaint from a United States’ visitor who, with 
his wife and two children, motored a thousand miles to an 
unnamed Ontario resort only to be denied accommodation 
“because we were black”. 

In a signed article in the second issue Mr. Eberlee 
outlines the policy on which the Commission and the 
leaders of the tourist operators have agreed: (1) An On- 
tario resort must be open to all who can meet its particu- 
lar standards of dress, deportment, financial responsibil- 


ity, etc., without any regard to race, creed, colour, nation- 


ality, ancestry or place of origin, (2) An Ontario resort 
operator should make it clear to his regular clientele, to 
the public, to other operators in his area, to fellow mem- 
bers of the associations with which he is connected, and, 
in particular, to his own employees that his establishment 
is run ona basis of equality of access to all race or creeds, 

In his letter to the resort operators Mr. Bberlee says: 
“We have no doubt whatever that you fully share the 
desire of our Commission, and of the leaders of the 
tourist industry, to create in our province a climate of 
understanding and good will which will ensure that no 
person will experience the terrible hurt of being turned 
away from an Ontario resort with the feeling that they are 
unwanted.” 


“SAVE-A-LIFE” WEEK 

Loss of life in a water accident is, almost always, 
tragically unnecessary. Firstly, if rigid safety rules 
are followed, the chance of an accident occuring is 
considerable reduced and secondly, knowledge of the 
fundamentals of artificial respiration can help prevent 
loss of life through drowning. 

Hyery year, more than 1,200 Canadians lose their 
lives in drowning accidents. Many of these lives could 
have been saved, if somebody on the spot had known a 
method of artificial respiration. Too many of us are 
inclined to stand by hoping the “other fellow” will know 
what to do. A tragic situation develops when the 
“other fellow” has no idea either. 

The methods used in artificial respiration are sur- 
prisingly simple. In fact, they can be learned in two 
hours. The knowledge gained by the student during 
this two hours course, equips him, under certain cir- 
cumstances, to save a life, for artificial respiration can 
also save the lives of many victims of electric shock, 
poisoning, poisonous gas and smoke.

about the high cost of holidays 

Can Canadians afford to enjoy their own country? We 
are inclined to the belief that in a good many cases, too 
many cases, they cannot. The cost of holidays is too high. 

Particularly hard hit by high vacation expenses are 
families with children. And the expense that hits them 
hardest is that of accomodations, particularly motel ac- 
comodations. 

Quite apart from the high general level of accommo- 
dation rates, the holidaymaker must bear the brunt of 
two specific ills that the tourist industry suffers from: 

Some motel operators raise their rates, according to 
the season, to the very maximum the traffic will bear. 

In some cases, and we've heard Toronto, Kingston 
and Niagara mentioned frequently, rates are actually 
doubled. The tourist has no protection except to refuse 
the accomodation. He often doesn’t even know that he’s 
being overcharged. There’s no legal control on rates, and 
rate cards, required by law to be posted in all rooms, can 
easily be switched, and often are. 

It’s frequently impossible to find a motel room at the 
minimum advertised rate. 

Whether this is because bookings are especially heavy 
during peak periods, which sounds reasonable, or because 
motel operators conveniently forget the lower rates when 
the demand is great, which sounds unreasonable but un- 
fortunately human, we are unable to say. 

Associations connected with the tourist industry are 
actutely aware of these abuses and condemn them, as in- 
deed do sonie of the more reputable motel owners. Said 
one spokesman: ‘‘We think it disgusting that some motels 
double rates to take advantage of peak seasons. It casts 
a poor light on the whole industry.” Said another: “Such 
practices will eventually drive away business.” ‘The in- 
dustry as a whole, through its associations, recognizes the 
shortsighted folly, and in some cases dishonesty, of high 
rates. We hope that more individual motel operators will 
come to recognize it too. 
about finding an answer 

Is there an answer to the problem of high accomo- 
dation rates? There certainly is. Many motorists have 
found their own answer. They simply buy a tent and go 
camping. Camping is no longer merely a trend, it's a 
booming industry, Figures showing the total number of 


campers using Ontario's provincial parks alone clearly de- 


monstrate this. In 1956, 86,641 campers used the parks, 
In 1960, only four years later, the figure had soared to no 
less than 592, 103. Not all of these people would have 
used motels if there had been no camping sites, of course 
but it seems reasonable to suppose that a good number of 
them would have done so, if they could have afforded to, 

We think it about time the tourist industry took a 
good look round for an answer too. We'd suggest that 
they first consider the idea of offering more economical 
accomodations, 

Certainly holiday makers want their vacations to be 
something special. But that does not necessarily mean 
that they are looking for luxury. There's a erying need 
for low priced accomodation, even it it means cutting out 
some of the frills. 


The holidaymaker on a budget can manage without

proadloom to cushion his tread, He can survive, for one 
night at least, without the narcotic of TV. He can post- 
pone all his phone calls until the morrow. He can do with- 
out all the chrome plated fancy fittings, fangle-dangles 
and garrish gimmicks that promotion conscious motel 
owners have had foisted on them by glib tongued sales- 
men. 

He can still enjoy his holiday without any of these 
things. And so can his family. For his wife and children, 
and himself, he asked only that the room be clean, the bed 
comfortable, the plumbing workable. 

He knows that such accomodations could be made 
available inexpensively. And so do we. Will Ontario's 
tourist industry offer them to him? Or will his family, 
too, discover the delights and economies of camping, and 
help boost the 1961 figure toward the million mark?

RETAIL SALES HOLD UP WELL 
Retail sales in Ontario have held up well. An early 
Easter improved sales in March following a consistent 
increase during the first two months of the year. Whole- 
trade was steady and collections continued to vary from 
slow to good. Steel products remained fairly high and 
many employees have been recalled but, during the first 
twelve weeks of 1961, production was 12.3% less than 
during the comparable period in 1960. Automobile pro- 
duction of about 86,000 units in the first quarter repre- 
sented a decline of 15.7% from the first quarter of 1960. 
Manufacturing activity generally showed improvement. 
Unemployment figures reflect a steady decline and in 
Toronto had reached about the same level as a year ago. 
Residential construction accelerated. The basic acreage 
for the 1961 tobacco crop has been cut by 20% there- 
by reducing the expected crop to about 180 million 
pounds from 198 million last year. ;

Our neighbor tells of her 
maid who has seven small 
children. A few weeks ago 
the maid was driving her hus- 
band to work and left the child- 
ren in charge of her sister.

While the grownup was fixing 
up the bedroom, the 7-year-old 


reaching for a box of cereal in 
a cabinet. She was wearing a 
frilly dress.

FACTS for FAP 


Wild mustard, sometimes 
called charlock, herrick, cad- 
luck, or field kale, has been a 
serious threat to Ontario crops 
since pioneer days. It was not 
until the late 1940’s that the 
discovery 6f 2,4-D provided 
farmers with an easy, low-cost 
method of taming this weed. 
The cost is amazingly low. 
25 cents worth of 2,4-D will 
kill mustard, and most other 
weeds, in an acre of oats. Ac- 
cording to the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, this expendi- 
ture is justified because mus- 
tard is very greedy of soil 
moisture and plant food. Mus- 
tard will gobble up twice the 
nitrogen and phosphorus, and 
four times the potash needed 
for an oat plant. In addition, 
one mustard plant, left to ma- 
turity, can return 15,000 seeds 
to the soil to infest future 
crops. Mustard seeds will live 
for many years, buried in the 
soil, ready to sprout when 
brought to the surface. 

Wild mustard is a vigorous 
annual which originated in 
Europe. It has fibrous roots, 
erect stems covered with stiff 
hairs, broad leaves and bright 
yellow flowers. The seed 
pods, which appear on the 
lower part of the stem when 
the top is in flower, are 1 to 2 
inches long. There is a round- 
ed bulge where each seed is 
born in the pod. This appear-

There was no unemployment problem for those who 
lived in the realm of a certain Turkish Sultan before the 
turn of the century.

The John Howard Society 
of Ontario made the suggest- 
jon in a report to Reforms 
Institutions Minister George 


CG. Wardrope, made public 
yesterday. 
The report noted that 


local counties appear to re- 
gard their courthouse and 
jail with considerable pro- 
prietary interest as the 
centre of local political acti- 
vity, providing employment 
and business opportunities 
for local people, and would 
probably seek to retain them. 

But, it added, while the 
jail may mean status to a 
community, it is also a drain 
on funds. The cost per day 
of running county- jails is

$6.87, compared to the aver- 
age of $5.65 for all jails. 

The society said it was 
not suggesting that the loca- 
tion of courthouses or local 
registry offices be moved, 
but that complete financial 
responsibility should be as- 


sumed by the province for 
county jails. 
One advantage, it said, 


would be reduction in capital 
expenditures on new build- 
ings and another a possible 
increase in salaries for jail- 
ors along with provision of 
medical, psychological and 
social work services. 

But the main advantages, 
the report said, are to society 
generally in that county jails 
are the places where first of- 
fenders are first committed. 
This is the first time when 
their criminal careers are in 
the balance and effective 
help is needed, it said.

‘There's nothing like a steam-powered locomotive and 
a trainload of excursionists to attract a crowd of people. 
At least that was the way it worked out here Sunday as 
over 900 people took advantage of a special steam-power- 
ed rail excursion to pay a visit to Lindsay and five times 


that many people turned out to welcome them, 
” * * 


Long before the train’s whistle could be heard in the 


distance people began to assemble around Victoria Park 
to catch a first glimpse of the queen of iron horses as she 
steamed into town. By the time it had started to back up 
Victoria Avenue, people were milling around like ants and 
police had to clear the track so the train could get 
through. Once stopped just north of the intersection of 
Kent St., the place was alive with photographers - amateur 
and professional - as their owners attempted to capture 
the historic scene on film. The locomotive itself was soon 
alive with people who climbed into its cab to see for them- 


selves what made it tick.

The trip was uneventful except for a little grade diffi- 


culty at “Garibaldi Hill’ between Markham and Stouff- 
ville. A member of the train’s crew said it was a case of 
success on the third try..... .The train failed to make the 
grade on the first two attempts but the third run put it 
over the top with flying colours. Reason for the bogdown 
was the fact that speed limit over bridges en route was

Short range commercial air 
traffic is not practical, buf 
small communities like Lind- 
say should be providing for 
the great expanding interest 
in private flying. This is the 
Opinion of Ross Smyth of Trans 
Canada Airlines public rela- 
tions department. Mr. Smyth, 
who is Supervisor of TCA’s 
Speakers’ Service, was guest 
speaker at the regular meeting 
of the Lindsay Lions Club 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Smyth suggested that 
small airports for private 
planes should be built up on a 
regional basis, and felt that a 
town the size of Linsday should 
have a great interest in some- 
thing along that line. “Private 
planes far outnumber com- 
mercial airliners, he said, and 
interest in priyate flying, both 
| by companies, and individuals 
jis mounting daily. 

Mr. Smyth opened his speech 

by reviewing the history of 
| flying. 
“Contrary to public opin- 
sion.” he said. “The Wright 
brothers were not the first 
men to fly.” He said various 
;men had been making balloon 
flights for over 100 years be- 
fore that. “The Wright bro- 
thers made the first successful 
powered flight.” he said. 

Shortly after the war, when 
converted Lancaster bombers 
were being used for trans - 
Atlantic runs, 1,500 documents 
had to be filled out for the 10 
passengers which was all the 
planes could carry. He ex- 
plained that this was due to 
the lack of co-operation be- 
tween government depart- 
ments at that time. 

He said that the term “jet 
age” was really a misnomer 
and that “turbine age’ is more 
appropriate, as most so-called 
jet planes are actually jet tur- 
bine engines. “TCA hopes to 
be the first trans-continental 
airline to have a complete 
turbine system” he said. He 
discussed the company’s excel- 
lent profit record as a crown 
corporation, and also its new 
fare system. “This”, he said, 
“was arrived at after a thor- 
ough study, and resulted in 
lower fares for long flights, 
and higher fares for short 
flights, with medium fares 
remaining about the same. 

“Commercial supersonic 
flights,” he said, “could be 
five years away - but it will 
probably be ten years because 
of an economic barrier.” He 
predicted that in 1970, a 
person will be able to cross 
Canada in two hours - ‘But it 
will probably take that long to 
get to the airport,” he quip- 
ped. 

As an illustration of the 
growth of flight, Mr. Smyth 
stated that over 100 million 
passengers flew on the air- 
lines of the western world last

TIME TO END THIS NONSENSE 
The time has come, many people agree, to put an 
* end to all this nonsense about the need for a distinctive 
national flag and anthem for Canada... The nation has 
both, in fact it has two generally accepted national 
anthems — “O’ Canada” and “The Maple Leaf Forever”. 

President Kennedy of United States made reference 
to Canada’s national flag during his remarks on arrival 
on Canadian soil, Tuesday, when he said in effect that 
he was sure the Canadian Red Ensign and the United 
States Stars and Stripes would long continue to fly side 
bv side as a symbol of the friendship between the two 
North American countries. Surely, if the president of 
United States is aware that the Red Ensign is recog- 
nized as Canada’s national flag, it is time to put a stop, 
once and for all, to the agitation for a change. 

What Canada needs more than a new flag and a new 
anthem, is to take just pride in the flag and anthems 
it possesses. To suggest that the flag or either of the 
two anthems does not embrace French Canada and that 
the Red Ensign doesn’t indicate the country’s close tie 
with Great Britain, (It bears the Union Jack) is pure 
malarky. We need to preserve our identity not lose 
it in a maze of hocus-pocus stirred up by agitators who 
would like nothing better than to do away with the 
traditional symbols of Canada’s nationhood.

WHAT ABOUT THOSE TEST HOLES . 

It was something of a revelation to learn the other 
day that the company which has contracted to lay a 
couple of miles of trunk sewer across the north- 
northwest corner of annexed Lindsay, was running into 
unexpected difficulty. 

Several months ago, Lindsay shared with the Ont- 
ario govt. in the cost of having a consulting engineering 
firm sink test holes along the route of the sewer. This 
cost several hundred dollars and should have given a 
pretty true picture of what a contractor might expect 
to encounter in his trenching operations. 

The bog-down which has occurred north of the town 
and west of old Highway 35, seems to indicate that test 
holes may not have been adequate. “The Post” was as- 
sured at the scene that proper core samples taken at 
the maximum depth of the sewer line, (26 to 35 feet) 
would have given a true picture of what lay beneath

The suggestion has been made at a meeting of the 
Cobourg Chamber of Commerce that stores remain open 
Voednesday afternoon, or stagger their hours of business 
at that time. 

If action is taken in Cobourg on the suggestion, it is 
likely that many Port Hope merchants will feel they have 
to take similar steps. 

The merchant who resists the Wednesday afternoon 
onening will argue that his traditional holiday should 
not be teken from him, either by requiring his own pres- 
e1ce in his place of business or necessitating the engag- 
ing of extra help. He can say with much justice that the 
public is quite well attuned to the present system, and 
that it causes the customer no hardship. 

* John Fisher, Canada’s leading expert on the tour- 
ist trade, asked the Cobourg chamber at its annaul meet- 
ing several weeks ago to consider the plight of a tourist 
arriving in Cobourg on a Wednesday afternoon with a 
broken shoe lace. He put forward the idea that at least 
one store of each kind might well be open on Wednes- 
day afternoon, at least in the tourist season. 

It appears to use that there are two reasons why 
something should be done in the direction of Mr. Fisher’s 
proposal. First, tourists are more likely to stay longer 
in a town where the stores are open, and more likely to 
carry away a pleasant impression of the town. Secondly, 
merchants in both Port Hope and Cobourg are in still 
competition with the stores and shopping centres of 
nearby cities. 

We like the quiet of a Wednesday afternoon in Port 
Hope or Cobourg. We envy the merchant his Wednes- 
day afternoon leisure, though we do not begrudge him 
it. Often enough he is working in his place of business 
catching up on his hookwork anyway. 

But it seems doubtful if the luxury of a closed Wed- 
nesday afternoon is practical in this day of swift trans- 
portation and fierce competition for the retail merch- 
ant’s business.

Predict increased harvest 
fall wheat in Victoria 


Weather conditions in On- 
tario during April were cold, 
wet and backward. This pre- 
vented most farmers from 
working on the land and re- 
sulted in very slow growth of 
pastures, fall wheat and hay 
and clover crops. That’s the: 
word from the Ontario Dept. 
of Agriculture this week. 


A five per cent increase in 
acreage harvested of fall 
wheat this year, over last year 
is predicted in Victoria County. 
The area is tied with South 
Simeee, which is also predict- 
ting a five per cent inerease. 
The overall increase for On- 
tario is expected to be substan- 
tial as inoreases vary to as 
high as 100 per cent. 


The department's crop re- 
port goes on to state: 

Seeding of spring grains 
was practically completed in 
Fssex and Kent counties, and 
40% completed in Lambton 
county before the heavy rains 
in April, but in most other 
counties of old Ontario seed- 
ing varied from nil to less than 
10% at May Ist. Rainy wea- 
ther during the first week of 
May further delayed this oper- 
ation. Temperatures, however, 
warmed up very considerably 
on May 4th., and if fairly clear} 
weather conditions prevail 
seeding of spring grains will 
go ahead very rapidly and 
should be completed except on} 
very heavy or poorly drained) 
soils in Old Ontario by May| 
20th. and in northern Ontario 
by the end of the month. 
Spring grain seeding opera- 
tions in old Ontario, except 
for Essex and Kent, at the pre- 
sent time are approximately 
two weeks later than normal. 
Owing to very dry conditions 
last fall, and a light fall of 
snow during the winter, soil 
moisture reserves were very 
low in most parts of the pro- 
vince this spring, but the 
frequent rains during April} 
have greatly improved this 


for spring grain yields are 
generally considered  satis- 
factory, but if the wet weather 
continues prospects will de- 
crease rapidly. Germination 
of the early seeded fields in 
Essex, Kent and Lambton was 
extremely slow as a result of 
the cold, wet weather with 
much of the grain planted at 
the end of March just now 
Showing through the ground. 
There is a possibility that some 
thin strands may be ripped up 
and planted to corn or soy- 
beans. 

“Very little winter killing 
was experienced with fall 
sown crops. Growth has been 
slow starting due to the back- 
ward weather conditions. Fall 
wheat and fall rye appear 
quite green at present and are 
expected {o make vigorous 
growth with the warmer wea- 


ther now prevailing. The 
acreage of fall wheat to be 
harvested this summer is ex- 
pected to show a considerable 
increase over the acreage 
harvested a year ago. Agri- 
cultural Representatives  in- 
dicate increases for 1961 from 
1960 of 100% or more in 
Essex county; 40% in Lamb- 
ton; 25% in Oxford and York; 
20% in Kent; 15% in North 
Simcoe and Ontario county; 
10% in Lennox-Addington and 
Russell; 5% in South Simcoe 
and Victoria; 3% in Went- 
worth.

In 1802 David Wilson, pion-)

worship did not suit the new- 
eomer. He loved music and

EDITORIAL.... 


THAT SEASON IS UPON US...- 
That season when people take to the lakeside is 


upon us and tragedy has struck one Lindsay family which 
is today mourning the untimely death, through drowning, 
of a two-year-old child. The misadventure will have the 
effect of marring the summer's pleasure for this family. 

On Friday night (early Saturday morning actually) 
just after the opening of the pickerel fishing season, @ 
young man decided to dive into the Trent Canal at the 
Lindsay Street north bridge. Fortunately, he was a good 
swimmer and nothing came of the experience, except to 
arouse some speculation among thoughtful people who 
happened to be present. 

One of the things which occurred to those who 
observed the incident was the fact that had the lad got into 
difficulty, about the only thing that could have been done, 
apart from diving in after him, would have been to have 
pushed a fishing rod in his direction ... . There wasn’t a 
life preserver around the place. Scores of people were 
fishing there and any one of them could have come to 
grief and they would have been at the mercy of the canal 
or river, unless there happened to be a brave and strong 
swimmer in the crowd. 

A place as popular as the canal and linking Scugog 
River in the summertime should have available life sav- 
ing equipment, It wouldn’ require a big investment and 
it could come in mighty handy. Hereis a project for 
either the town, the Trent Canal System or some service 
organization. 

EVERY ONCE IN A WHILE...- 

Every once in a while a report like the one to follow 
appears in the press put it doesn’t usually have much 
impact on readers unless it happens to be relatively local - 
you know, “ it can’t happen here’ sort of reasoning. 
However, since this incident has a “local” flavor, the de- 
velopment may have the effect of putting people on their 
guard against others who might attempt to employ simi- 
larly questionable means of raising money. Here is the 
s report and further comment is unnecessary: 
Bowmanville— Wilbert Summers, 88, of Raglan, a 
small village north of here, yesterday admitted talking 25 
persons — mostly farmers — out of $14,816 in the past 
three years. He will be sentenced next week. 

Inspector James Erskine, head of the OPP racket 
squad, told Magistrat R. B. Baxter that only 25 victims 
were involved although there were 35 charges because 
Summers sometimes went back to the same victim once 
or twice. 

It took the court clerk half an 
charges. 

Summers, the father of three, usually softened his 
victims with sob stories, said Insp. Erskine and sometimes 
got $1,000 at a time. 

The inspector said: 

* Newcastle lawyer Richard Lovekin gave Summers 
$300 after hearing that Summers’ mother required an 
operation. 

* Albert Rundle of Oshawa loaned Summers $620 
for an operation on his son who was supposed to have 
been hit on the head with a baseball bat. He received a 
violin as security. This, said Summers, was a Stradivarius 
for which TV fiddle King Ganam had once offered him 
$1,200. A check with an expert indicated the instrument 
was worth $25. 

* Summers got $1,000 from a farmer the day after 
the farmer’s wife was buried. Summers told him his 
own wife had just been killed in a car accident and his son 
had lost a leg. 

* An Orono farmer drove Summers to.the bank to let 
him have $1,000 in a hurry after hearing how his son had 
lost one eye and urgently needed an operation on the 
other. 

* If the victims insisted on security, Summers would 
take them te see a fieldful of cattle belonging to a 
neighbor. 


WHY NOT DO THE SIMPLE THING? 

Last week a fire occurred in Lindsay and was attri- 
puted by Fire Chief Arnold Watson to over-fusing of an 
electrical circuit. This cause of fire has become increas- 
ingly common throughout electrified Ontario despite re- 
peated warnings from the people who supply electricity 
and those concerned with fire prevention. 

It is a simple matter to ascertain the correct fusing 
to use in any given situation. Why not do the simple 
thing and check fusing on various circuits throughout 
the home, store or factory to make sure it is within the 
prescribed limits? Failure to do so is like sitting on a 
time bomb—the chances are if you sit there long enough, 
something disastrous will happen. 

ONE CHILD LOST ITS LIFE 

A high price was paid in Bobcaygeon district last 
week to emphasize the need for caution in another sphere 
_.. A child lost its life, reportedly as a result of drinking 
a poisonous liquid from a bottle or container which had 
been placed in the garbage, Other children in the same 
family had a close brush with death as a result of the dis- 
covery of the substance. 

Children are naturally curious and there is perhaps 
nothing more fascinating to a child than a bottle or pill 
pox with their contents partially or fully intact . . . They 
are natural-born “samplers’’ without the ability to dis- 
tinguish the harmless from the harmful, sometimes lethal, 
substances. Their safety in this respect depends entire- 
ly on adults and here again reasonable precautions are 
simple to carry out—dispose of the contents of medicine 
containers before disposing of the containers themselves 
and keep household medicines out of reach. 


This is “Water Safety Week” in Ontario and the 
Canadian Red Cross Society has appealed for support in 
its efforts to promote safety around and on water. With 
the advent of the “cottage season”, this list of sugges- 
tions on how to prevent a tragedy at your cottage, may 
help avoid great personal grief if carefully adhered to: 
Take These Precautions: 

1. If your shoreline has an uneven bottom, mark 
off the shallow safe part with floats or markers. 

2. Be able to close off your dock area when you 
can't supervise it, An accident doesn’t take too long to 
happen.

We believe that no nation can 
hope to survive, unless the spiritual and moral principles 
of our Judeo-Christian heritage are taught to each gener- 
ation, preferably along with the other elements of the 
school curriculum. We commend the legislature of our 
Province, and especially our Department of Education, 
for their introduction of the plan, and for their steady 
support of it through seventeen years, 

We are anxious to continue our partnership with the 
other Christian Communions towards the improvement of 
the present text books in the course. We are also eager 
to protect the right of minority groups that may not 
wish to have their children receive this instruction, We 
wish to thank the Ministers of our own Communion, and 
of the neighboring Churches, for their service as teachers 
in the course.

Garden- 
ing is close to nature and can he a constant source of, 
pleasure. The medical profession recommends more. 
gardening for both physical and mental health, thus- 
killing two birds with one stone by producing a more 
valuable home property to boot.

FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY AND 
COMPULSORY INSURANCE 

That the financial responsibility law which has been 
introduced in the Quebec Legislature is long overdue has 
been demonstrated by figures presented since Bill 48 re- 
ceived its second reading that fifty per cent of the cars 
inthe province have not been insured. 

It is very easy to visualize what the effects of such 
a situation have been. There are few people who have 
not been direct sufferers, or who, at least, have relatives 
or friends that have been victims of the uninsured mot- 
orists. 

Already the inevitable complaint is being heard 
that the legislation means compulsory insurance. Noth- 
ing, of course, could be further from the facts; as evi- 
dence the fact that. while automobile insurance compan- 
ies have been pressing over a long period of years for 
a financial responsibility law in Quebec which would

Compulsory insurance, where it has been effected 
in some states of the Union, has been nothing but a 
headache to the insurance companies and to the state 
governments as well; and it has not had the desired 
effect of protecting the public against the irresponsibile 
automobile driver. On the other hand, financial re- 


satisfied judgment fund — as is the Bill now before the 
Quebec Legislature—has worked out in an eminently 
satisfactory manner wherever it has been in force. 

Indirectly, of course,the financial responsibility law 
imposes upon the majority of drivers the necessity of 
carrying adequate insurance if he or she wants to avoid 
trouble. From the point of view of the insurance in- 
dustry. however, it means that the insurance company 
is not forced to insure a bad risk; thus the careless, inef- 
ficient and irresponsibile driver who is a public men- 
ace—and there are more of them than would be imag- 
ined—will be forced off the road. 

It would, of course, be desirable if the financial re- 
sponsibility legislation were accompanied by more string- 
ent licensing regulations and stricter enforcement of the 
traffic laws. Most of the provinces have been waiting 
for this over a long period, with not too much luck how- 
ever. —The Financial Times.

With time, however, 
it is hoped to establish complete 
medical and diagnostic services, 
schooling and yocational train- 
ing, rehabilitation programmes, 
outpatient and counselling ser- 
vices, a unit for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, and for those 
children who haye to remain in 
hospital, a high standard of nurs- 
ing care and recreational devel- 
opment. As services get under 
way a programme of research 
into the causes of mental retard- 
ation will be undertaken of a 
conjoined effort between outside

HONEY IN BAKING 
ADDS TO FLAVOR 

Honey has approximately 
the same sweetening power as 
sugar but it has a higher mois- 
ture content. Consequently, 
when you replace one cup of 
sugar with one cup of honey in 
baking, you need to cut down 
the liquid by one quarter. For 
example, in a recipe calling 
for one cup of sugar and one 
cup of milk, use one cup of 
honey and three-quarters of a 
cup of milk. With some honey, 
you may even cut the milk in 
half, advises the Home Econ- 
omics Service of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 
This might mean a bit of ex- 
perimenting but you can use 
half the milk to begin with, 
bake one or two test cookies, 
and then add the remainder of 
the milk if necessary. 

Amber-coloured honey adds 
a distinctive flavour of its own 
and is very tasty in soft cookies 
such as hermits and _ spice 
cookies. Honey develops a 
chewy quality, however, so for 
crisp cookies, use only enough 
honey to replace five percent 
of the sugar. Even this small 
amount adds to the flavour of 
sugar cookies or vanilla wafers. 
In chewy cookies such as fruit 
bars and brownies, you might 
replace amount for amount. 
Honey is also excellent for 
fruit cakes, as it keeps them 
from drying out. 

One thing to watch in bak- 
ing is not to use too high a 
temperature, since over-heat- 
ing destroys some of the very 
fine flavour.

A. Use a solution of curd 
or laundry soap in lukewarm 
water, and scrub the spots and 
stains until they disappear; 
then sponge with clean water,

When Town Clerk W. R. Allely, (whose retirement will be- 

come effective this week,) dug out an early volume of 
bylaws from the vault, he and Mayor Holtom found a lot 
of things in the book they did not know were there. 
The heavy-bound volume goes back to bylaw number 26, 
dated 1859, but makes a reference to bylaw number 8.

Principles of right conduct 
identical for individuals 
and states, Kiwanians told 


“The principles of right 
conduct are identical for in- 
dividuals as well as for states.” 
Former member of federal 
parliament Perey Rowe made 
this declaration at a meeting 
of the Lindsay Kiwanis Club 
this week. Mr. Rowe was 
speaking on “World Affairs, 
Poetry and Peace” and high- 
lighted his remarks with ex- 
cerpts from some of the great 
verse of the English speaking 
world. He was introduced by 
Kiwanian Bob McCormick as a 
former bank manager, M.P., 
poet, philosopher, free-lance 
writer and lecturer. 

“Percy Bysshe Shelley”, 
said the speaker, “was the 
most sublime and exalted 
spirit the human race has 
known and he described the 
poet as the unacknowledged 
legislator of mankind.” He 
quoted from Shelley’s ‘Prome- 
theus Unbound’ which he cal- 
led the essence of all truly 
great philosophy, religion and 
wisdom.” 

Referring to Shakespeare, 
Mr. Rowe called him “The 
greatest intellect of which 
in the 
literature of the world and 
his greatest utterance, the 
immortal passage from “The 
Tempest”. -‘We are such stuff 
as dreams are made on and 
our little life is rounded with 
a sleep’. 

Turning to Robert Brown- 
ing, he referred to the “ruined 
nest” as the essence of philoso- 
phy and wisdom. 

‘Upon the ground I saw a 
ruined nest 

Sodden and full of rain 

Above, the uncomplaining 
birds were busy 

Building a new habitation 

What remains? to make the 
future fairer than the past 

And make the past appear a 
troubled dream’. 

The speaker quoted a num- 
ber of humorous stories, 
spoonerisms and poems, the 
latter of his own composition, 
also several serious lyrics 
which he announced would be) 
included in a column of poems 
he expects to publish soon. 

Turning to world affairs, 
he said, among other things, 
“The future of the human race 
depends on an increasing 


recognition of the fact that the 
principles of right conduct are 


identical for individuals as 
| well as for states and the 
philosopher alone can he 


trusted to say what those 
principles are. 

“The Ashley Montagu mani- 
festo adopted unanimously by 
the United Nations affirms 
‘There is no evidence of biolo- 
gical inferiority or superiority 
among the races of men, the 
difference being purely en- 
vironmental. 


“The technologically ad- 
vanced nations’, he went on 
to say. “possess the gadgets 


of so-called civilization, while 
the underprivileged nations 
desire them. It is therefore 
imperative that recognition as 
upstanding equals in the dip: 
lomatic sense be extended 
immediately to ali nations and 
along with a simple declara- 
tion as to the equal worth of 
all peoples and races and the 
common blood and destiny of! 
mankind. 

‘During the last 4 centuries, 
|the white race (now outnum- 
bered 2 to 1 by non-whites) 
overran, overpowered, plun- 
dered, nought, sold, exploited, 
degraded, profaned and disin- 
herited the relatively defence- 
less black, red, brown and 
yellow races. Such conquest 
was accomplished through 
force and superior weapons 
alone. At the same time, the 
whites proclaimed the gospel 
of love, brutherhood, truth 
and justice which proved to 
be pious, platitudinous eye- 
wash, glittering generalities 
and flowery nothings. The 
non-whites are now quite 
naturally demanding the im- 
plementation of these ideals. 

“What is needed now,” Mr. 
|Rowe declared, 
both the resources and the 
technical knowledge of the 
world. Modern science and 
rapid communication have 
transformed this world into a 
neighborhood, a vast whisper-| 
ing gallery in which the human} 
in one-seventh of a second.

The Federal Agriculture De- 
partment is trying to reduce 
this danger by forecasting 
probabilities of freezing tem- 
peratures. A recent publication 
of the department deals with 
these probablities at Frederic- 
ton, New Brunswick 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward

According to the booklet, 
frost damages crops in small 
areas on some nights in the 
spring and fall and covers wide 
areas on other nights. The 
damage in small areas usually 
occurs on a clear, calm and 
relatively dry night when the 
temperature of the air near 
the group drops below the 
freezing point for the tender 
parts of a tree or plant. 

On such a night heat is lost 
rapidly to the open sky from 

_ the soil, branches, leaves, flow-

All is not going well on the 
sewer construction project to 
service the new Ontario Girls’ 
Training School at Lindsay - In 
fact it is going just about as 
badly as it could, 

According to reliable sour- 
ces, the construction company 
expects to lose thousands of 
dollars as a result of unexpect- 
ed trouble it has encountered 
, . . One estimate places the 
possible loss at between 
$25,000 and $30,000 without 
charging up machine rental 
time. 

Key trouble spot on the 
project has been where the 
sewer crosses the highway 
near what is known as the 
Jennings farm, north of Lind- 
say on old Highway 35. Here 
the company has run into hard- 
pan and what is worse - quick- 
sand. It has been several days 
trying to cope with the situat- 
ion and the situation hadn’t 
improved just before noon to- 
day, One small link in the 
12-inch sewer was bogging 
down the project because it 
was required at the point 
where quicksand and water 
were most troublesome. 

The trench at this point is 
about 26 feet deep in order to

pitch. 

Asked if engineering could 
not have detected the presence 
of quicksand and hardpan, a 
company employee said he felt 
sure that proper test holes 
would have given a true pic- 
ture of what to expect.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Is it 
frue that one can eat all the 
usual fats one is accustomed 
to, if he adds polyunsaturated 
fats to his diet? Will you 
mention some of the medicines 
that are effective? - - Mr. T., 
Florida. 

A: ‘There is a faulty mis- 
conception abroad in the land 
about polyunsaturated fats 
(soybean oil, peanut oil, corn 
oil, cottonseed oil and safflow- 
er oil). It is true that they 
may help lower cholesterol, 
but you must simulataneously 
cut down on the regular fats 
(cream, fatty meats, butter, 
ete.), Otherwise, you will be

OPERATION ON INGUINAL 
HERNIAS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
an inguinal hernia on each 
side. I'd like them repaired. 
Can I have the whole thing 
taken care of at the same time? 
-- Mr, E., Tennessee. 

A: Your own doctor will 
have to make the decision. 
Most surgeons believe that 
when a patient has two large 
direct inguinal hernias it is 
better to repair only one side; 
and then operate on the other 
in about six months. If both 
are operated on at one time 
there is greatest danger that 
the hernias will recur. 

However, if you have two 
indirect inguinal hernias 
(your doctor will make the 
diagnosis) the surgeon can 
safely do the job at one and 
the same time. This is also 
true if there is a large direct 
on one side and a small in- 
direct hernia on the other, 

I know you'd like to get the 
whole thing over with at once. 
But better agree with your 
doctor's decision if he advises

Good fishing

Officials at the Department 
of Lands and Forests in Lind- 
say are predicting good fish- 
ing seasons in the Kawartha 
Lakes—at least for Pickerel. 

The overall verdict for the 
first weekend of Pickerel fish- 
ing is “good.” Fish and Wild- 
life Supervisor Ken Irizawa 
says several limit eatches are 
reported. There was one re- 
port of a 13-pound, two-ounce 
pickerel being caught just out 
of Bobeaygeon on Saturday. 

There were many ardent 
fishermen out to get their first 
this year when the hour of 
midnight rolled around on Fri- 
day.

Don’t wait too long to kill 
the dandelions in your lawn. 
C. B. Kelly, OAC botanist, says 
there are extra henefits if you 
can spray with 2, 4-D during 
the early warm spells by mid- 
May. Some of the weeds that 
are hard to kill with 2, 4-D are 
more susceptible in early 
spring (weeds such as black 
medick, knotweed, chickweed, 
creeping charlie). Also there’s 
less chance of hurting orna- 
mentals if you spray before 
the perennials have made 
much growth and before annu- 
als are transplanted. If you 
start early you might be able 
to get two applications of 2 
4-D before the weeds get re- 
sistant, Killing the weeds 
early gives grass a chance to 
fill in the spaces while grow- 
ing conditions are good.

EDITORIAL.... 


THERE'S SOMETHING WRONG HERE 

We were interested in a television program beamed 
this way on the Victoria Day holiday. during which the 
discussion centered around nuclear war and how Canada 
proposed to look after its population in such an eventual- 
ity. Judging by the remarks of the one purporting to be 
expressing official government views, the prospects of sur- 
vival for the average man on the street don’t seem too 
promising. This, for the simple reason that the govern: 
ment is making elaborate plans (federally and provincial- 
ly) to protect the hides of its members while leaving the 
general population to Jook out for themselves. 

It was pointed out during the program that the gov- 
ernment has gone to some lengths to make available to the 
citizens of Canada information on how to build adequate 
bomb shelters and otherwise protect themselves. Such an 
arrangement may be fine for those who have the means 
or the place to put a shelter. But what about the hund- 
reds of thousands of people in Canada who have neither 
the wherewithal to build a bomb shelter nor the place to 
put one even if they had. Are they to be the guinea pigs 
if nuclear war should come? 

During the last war, cities and towns under seige had 
vast bomb shelters at the disposal of the public. If the 
threat of an even deadlier type of war is imminent, is it 
not reasonable to expect that provision be made to pro- 
tect the general populace rather than isolated segments 
such as government agencies? Now, while unemployment 
is still too high, might be a good time to get cracking on 
the construction of municipal shelters, designing them 
with a dual purpose in mind - war and peacetime adapta- 


bility.

MAY 24, 1936 

Turning back the pages we look again on familiar 
things as they happened on that great day in Lindsay, 
May 24, 1916 when the 109th Battalion upon which were 
centred the eyes of 10:000 people, received the colors 
from the gracious hand of Lady Eaton. In this day and 
age it might not be amiss to reminisce back some 20 
years ago. Those who participated in this event will 
remember it as being one of the most glorious and in- 
spiring. Some of those who were there have passed 
on, either killed or deceased of later years. In your im- 
agination go back those twenty years: the weather condi- 
tions were ideal, Instead of lowering clouds and spas- 
modic rainstorms—a feature of the weather dished up 
for the six weeks previous to the eventful day—a clear 
sky, beautiful sunshine and warmth made the day a per- 
fect one. The event, it will be long remembered by 
those who were present. It was the occasion for the 
presentation of the colours to the 109th Battalion. The 
actual presentation was described as: The drums were 
piled in the centre; the new colors were brought up from 
the rear and placed against the drums, one on each side. 
Lieut Col. J. J. H. Fee received the colors with these 
words: “We go where duty leads and will bring back 
these colors unspotted after the war. 


BRINGING UP FATHER

ACCIDENT STATISTICS, 1960 

The number of fatal accidents in Ontario in 1960 is 
down 1.9 per cent from 1959's total, according to the 
Ontario Motor Vehicle Accident Statistics for 1960, issued 
recently. 

In addition the number of persons killed by acci- 
dents dropped slightly from 1,187 to 1,166 or 1.8 per cent. 

This is particularly significant because there was 
an increase of 4.4 per cent in motor vehicle registration 
in 1960,” said Hon. H. L. Rowntree, Minister of Transport, 
commenting on the statistics. 

He noted, however, that the total number of acci- 
dents of all types reported increased from 81,518 to 
87,186 in 1960. 

“To curb the unnecessary loss of life, injuries and 
property damage, every effort must be made to improve 
the driving and walking habits of our citizens,’ the 


Minister said. 

“This is not something that can be done by the goy- 
ernment alone. It must have the active support of every 
citizen,’ he added, “With better highways and safer 
vehicles than ever before, the accident problem is to a 
great extent one of attitude—the attitude of both the driv- 
er and the pedestrian.” F 

“The law” was active in Ontario in 1960, for there 
were some 400,000 convictions registered for offences 
involving a motor vehicle, according to the report. 

More drivers had their licenses suspended in 1960 
than in the previous year—26.8 per cent more—28,691 
altogether, These comprised suspensions applied by the 
courts at the time of conviction, suspensions under the 
demerit point system and suspensions for failure to pay 
judgements. ‘The majority of these latter suspensions 
were effective only until proof of financial responsibility 
for the future was filed, Mr. Rowntree said. 

i “These suspension figures should demonstrate clearly 
to every motorist that the operation of a motor vehicle on 
the highway is a privilege which should be carefully 
guarded,” the Minister emphasized. “Because if it is 
abused it must, in the interests of safety and to protect

PROTECT ROSE BUSHES 

This year, late May is the 
time to spray rose bushes. 
Roses are subject to many 
fungi and insect pests. Spray- 
ing or dusting is necessary to 
keep the foliage clean, and the 
plants productive. Although 
damage from black spot, a fun- 
gus infection, is not apparent 
until later, thorough spraying 
during May and June is partic- 
ulary important to prevent 
this disease. 

Professor J, Taylor, Depart- 
ment of Horticulture, 0.A.C., 
says best results are obtained 
when a protective film of spray 
or dust is present on the fol- 
iage when it is moist either 
from rain or dew. This is be-

Old landmark 
is removed 
at Bethany 


Bethany (PNS)— During the 
past week another old land- 
mark has disappeared from 
Bethany. What was known as 
Westlake’s Blacksmith Shop 
has been torn down.

TIME FOR ANOTHER CIRCUS? 

It has been a long time since the people of Lindsay 
have seen a circus and on Monday of this week an ad- 
vance agent of one of these travelling shows was here 
looking for a sponsor. 

The last circus to visit the town—King Brothers— 
was one of the better type... - You saw and received 
everything for your money that the circus said you 
would, It was presented as billed which was in fact the 
exception for Lindsay because seevral previous circuses 
which had visited the town left something to be desired 
—the presentation of a show as advertised, 

It may be an opportune time to haye another cir- 
cus visit Lindsay put the sponsor of such an event would 
do well to take a good look at the show’s advance billing 
and make certain provisions for the protection of the 
public. A good circus is worth seeing, a poor one not 
worth having come to town. 

Getting a reference on a circus should be a relative- 
ly simple matter—contact the towns it has played in 
during recent times. 


AN UNREALISTIC FIGURE 

Tourists visiting Canada, and other countries, from 
United States may soon he only allowed to take back 
$100 worth of duty-free goods. The former figure of 
$500 was slashed by the U.S. House of Representatives 
which has sent a bill providing for the cutback to the 
Senate for approval. 

In the light of the current and continuing deprec- 
jated value of the dollar, both U. S. and Canadian, the 
revised figure seems entirely unrealistic. One hundred 
dollars will buy very little merchandise today, in fact 
some items which a tourist might wish to acquire in 
Canada would require the whole duty-free allowance 
if the new figure gets the Senate’s approval. This will 
undoubtedly have an adverse effect on tourist spending. 

A 50 per cent reduction in the duty-free allowance 
would have been more in keeping with present inflated 
values. The U.S. House of Representatives’ decision is 
one of primary concern to Canada, and especially Ont- 
ario, which has come to regard the tourist industry as 
one of its most important seasonal sources of revenue. 


CHANGING NAMES OF STREETS 

A suggestion that the names of some streets lying 
east of the Scugog River be changed has met with disap- 
proval by at least one member of the Lindsay Planning 
Board on the grounds that it would lead to confusion. 
The streets which would be affected by such a re-nam- 
ing are those with counterparts west of the river and 
bear their names—Russell, Glenelg, Melbourne, etc, 

As the street names now stand, it must be somewhat 
confusing even now to mail and delivery men who are 
not entirely familiar with which street numbers are 
west of the river and those that are east of it. 

There is one way this could be overcome without 
re-naming the streets and that is to simply make all num- 
bers west of the river “west’’ numbers and all east, “east” 
numbers. In other words all houses from the west edge 
of the river to the end of a given street (in the area und- 
er consideration, of course) bear “west” addresses, that is 
Russell St. would be west from the river west and east, 
east thereof. This should minimize existing confusion 
and eliminate further confusion by completely re-nam- 
ing the streets east of the Scugog. What do you think? 


THIS HAS A FAMILIAR RING 

A pamphlet entitled “‘Fluoridization — The Crime 
of the Century” has reached this desk and there are 
some passages in it which have a familiar ring. As 
the title suggests, it has to do with injecting sodium 
fluoride( sometimes referred to as rat poison) in com- 
munity water suppliers. More specifically, however, 
it makes reference to the way this is achieved — a way 
which parallels the authority granted municipalities by 
the Ontario Government which provides that fluori- 
dization of municipal water supplies may be carried 
out without a vote of the people, unless a certain per- 
centage petition for a vote. 

This paragraph from the pamphlet is, we believe, 
significant: 

“The United States Public Héalth Service brags 
about how many people are now drinking fluoridized 
water. If they told the truth, they would state that 
94% of the communities'that have it, h-d it slipped 
over on them without a vote of the people. When it 
comes to an election it has never carried in a commun- 
ity where there was live, intelligent opposition. In the 
past year where elections haye been held, it has been 
defeated nine times out of ten.” 

Equally significant and worthy of careful consider- 
ation when fluoridization of a water supply is being en- 
tertained, is this excerpt: 

“Sodium fluoride builds up in every organ 
of the body and in the blood. It impairs the 
function of the spleen, the liver, the kidneys and 

attacks the enamel of the teeth, causing a disease 
known as fluorsis, characterized by mottled teeth 
which reveal the first stages of fluorine poisoning. 
But what it affects most seriously is the brain. 
A study made at the University of Wisconsin of the 

water all over the state of Dlinois showed that in 
communities having one or better part per million, 
the number of idiots born was twice the proportion 
as in districts having 0 to .2 parts per million.” 

Lindsay or any other community would, in the 
face of these reports, be wise to demand a yote on any 
proposal to fluoridate its water supply, requesting at 
the same time a reasonable lapse of time between the 
decision to call a vote and the actual voting date so 
that the public could weigh the case for and against,

COLLECTION OF WOODEN CURIOSITIES 

A visit to a curious little museum run in their own 
home by a Mr. and Mrs. Pinto of Northwood, near Lon- 
don, is ‘enough to make any housewife thank her stars 
she lives today. At least, that was the reaction of BBC 
reporter Barbara Hooper when she went to see this 
collection of over five thousand everyday objects of the 
past all made of wood, “Imagine operating a Regency 
pbox-mangle weighing a ton and nearly as big as a family 
ear,” she said in a recent broadcast. “Because of its 
size it had to have a house built specially for it in the 
garden, The house is equipped as an old-time laundry 
and some of those cumbersome things made me feel 
rather ashamed of all the work that is done for me by 
washing machine and spin-drier.” 

The collection has been enlarged by many gifts. 
An American collector in Cape Cod sent a bright blue 
weathervane shaped like a cod which now surmounts a 
shelter that houses a Victorian horse-drawn fire engine, 
a velocipede—as the first bicycles were called—and a 
knife-grinding machine. A pair of mahogany dials, 
which probably once hung in the bar of an old coaching 
inn, have their hands set for ever to show what time the 
next coach will leave. One is marked ‘M’ for mail coach, 
and the other ‘P’ for passenger. There are ‘copying 
sticks’, flat boards engraved with lettering once used in 
village schools to teach children to write, which bear 
such forbidding— and probably true — inscriptions as 
mnumerable inconveniences await us’. 

Among other interesting exhibits, Barbara Hooper 
saw a wassail bowl that had been used around 1690 at an 
inn outside Hampton Court Palace; a sinister little nest 
of pill boxes, once the property of Dr. William Palmer, a 
poisoner executed about a hundred years ago; and a par- 
ticularly rare antique wooden wine strainer, which the 
Pintos had bought for a few shillings at a sale where it 
had been offered as ‘a good bowl for bulbs’ —BBC Lon 
don Letter. 


HANDS THAT HELP TO HEAL 

According to the experts, the people of Ontario will 
receive nearly $230,000,000 worth of care and treatment 
in our public hospitals this year. Add to that the direct 
contributions by various levels of government, industry 
and private citizens which are needed to finance new hos- 
pital construction and the purchase of vital equipment 
and physical plant—and we have a total hospital bill for 
1961 of around $280,000,000. 

By any standards, this is a huge sum of money. But 
before we stagger out for the acetylsalicylic, let us have 
a look at what we get for it. In return for an outlay of 
$45 a year for every man, woman and child in the prov- 
ince, we enjoy the benefits of a community-owned hos- 
pital system which, though bulging at the seams in many 
areas right now, provides a standard of  patient-care en- 
vied throughout the world. 

Across Ontario, May 12th was celebrated as National 
Hespital Day. Approximately, it was also the annivers- 
ary of the birth of that legendary hospital figure, Flor- 
ence Nightingale. It is to the descendants of Florence 
Nightingale, the 50,000 men and women who work in our 
hospitals and the many thousand more who give volun- 
tary service, that special tribute was being paid. Theirs 
are the hands that help to heal—whether they be the 
hands of a surgeon, a laboratory technician, a laundry- 
man or the chairman of the board. Every one of them 
plays an indispensible part in providing the high quality 
of care we in Ontario have come to expect. 


WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OF TAXATION? 

The true purpose of taxation is to redistribute the 
wealth. 

It is surprising and frightening to discover that the 
above statement has received wide acceptance and at 
least tacit approval by many Canadians. This express- 
ion of “Robin Hood” economics is probably based on a 
fuzzy-minded interpretation of the equality of man und- 
er our democratic system. Men are not born equal in 
ability, physical or mental. They are not alike in dili- 
gence or in other attributes of character. It should not 
be the function of the state to attempt to equalize human 
beings by withdrawing or reducing the incentive of the 
individual by means of inordinate or inequitable taxa- 
tion of the fruits of his energy, initiative and thrift. 

The normal objectives of the tax system are (1) to 
raise the necessary revenue with which to meet the ex- 
penses of government, (2) to foster production by pre- 
serving and developing incentive to produce on the part 
of both labour and management, and (3) to spread the 
tax burden in the most equitable manner possible. 

Under the system of freedom of enterprise the 
emphasis must be placed on growth and the expansion 
‘of the economy. Only by developing greater wealth 
can we hope for higher living standards for all citizens. 
Ludwig Erhard, in his book Prosperity Through Competi- 
tion, said “ . . . I want to stress once more that my aim 
to raise the standard of living is concerned less with the 
problems of division than with the problems of produc- 
tion and productivity. The solution is not to be found 
in dividing but in multiplying the national income. 
Those who pay attention to the problem of division frequ- 
ently make the mistake of trying to distribute more than 
the national economy produces.” 

A taxation system based on the theory of taking 
from the rich to give to the poor results in frustration 
and stagnation. It penalizes the enterprising, the effic- 
jent, the vigorous and the thrifty without, in the long 
term, benefiting those who lack these qualities. High 
rates of taxation which go beyond the need for govern- 
ments general support and the maintenance of public 
services reduce Jabour’s incentive for efficient operation 
and the willingness of investors to undertake new risks. 
The consequences are a diminution in the number of new 
enterprises and lowered productivity in the enterprises 
already existing. This in turn means fewer jobs and a 
lowered standard of living for all citizens. 

To the extent that social welfare benefits are pro- 
vided by the state there is indeed a_ redistribution of 
wealth, but a careful distinction must be drawn between 
what is socially desirable as an ultimate aim and what 
ean be achieved without damaging the that 


system

HOW TO ENJOY RETIREMENT 

For many people the fact of retirement from work 
has ilttle ofthe rosy glow that the idea held for them in 
their middle years. It is not simply a question of less 
money or poorer health, but of a complete dislocation 
of their lives. Dr. Alastair Heron, who chaired a con- 
ference held in London early this year to discuss this 
problem of the elderly, described it jn the BBC Generl 
Overseas Service programme “The Onlooker as essen- 
tially modern problem. 

Until about a generation ago, Dr. Heron said, only 
a comparatively small number of professional people 
retired; but today, with compulsory retirement at the 
age of sixty-five for men and sixty for women becom- 
ing general in Britain, far greater numbers were affect- 
ed, and those who put off thinking about retirement until 
it arrived, and developed no outside interests in the com- 
munity, often suffer severely from a sense of the loss 
of personal significance. 

An illustration of some of the constructive work on 
this problem which is being done by various organiza- 
tions was given by an organizer from an engineering 
firm which arranges classes for its workers. They had 
found that middle-aged people were often shy of attend- 
ing classes at evening institutes with young people; but 
many had readily attended when the firm arranged spec- 
ial ‘do-it-yourself’ classes with a local institute for the 
fifty-five age group. These men and women learnt 
an occupation for their retirement, that would save 
them money, and possibly enable them to help others 
and earn something. 

The principal of London's City Literary Institute, 
which runs a great variety of study courses, mentioned 
a retired civil engineer aged seventy-four, who for the 
past four or five years had filled what would otherwise 
have been a very lonely life with companionship and 
interest by attending classes in philosophy, music 
French, architecture and other subjects at the Institute. 

Dr. Heron stressed the danger of settling into fixed 
patterns of habit in middle age, so that people became 
unable to adapt themselves to change in their surround- 
ings or in themselves. Everyone ought to help others, 
he said, to remain young in the sense of being adaptable, 
open to new ideas and ready for fresh adventure.

SPRAY LAWNS NOW 
FOR WEED CONTROL 


Better hurry if you want to 
get rid of lawn weeds this year. 
Dandelions, chickweed, and 
plantain have been especially 
serious. 


To destroy these, use 2, 4-D, 
suggests John A. Weall of the 
0.A.C. Horticulture Depart- 
ment. This chemical will kill 
broad-leaved plants and won't 
affect the tender grass shoots. 
It is sold commercially and 
the manufacturer’s directions 
should be followed explicitly. 


Care should be taken in its 
application. If it drifts to other 
parts of the garden it may do 
serious harm to ornamental 
plants and shrubs. So, be sure 
to spray on windless days to 
reduce the possibility of drift- 
ing. 2, 4-D is sprayed with a 


large areas, or a hand sprayer 
for small lawns. The whole 
lawn should be thoroughly wet 
after spraying. Try to spray 
when the temperature is above 
60 degrees, suggests the horti- 
culturist. 


The leaves of affected plants 
begin to curl and die within 
two or three days after being 
sprayed with 2, 4-D. Even the} 
roots decompose. Following 
this decomposition, remove 
any remains and dig up the 
soil surrounding the immedi- 
ate area. After these areas 
have been exposed to sunlight 
for a week, prepare the ground 
and re-seed. 

Usually one spraying is suf- 
ficient, but later spot applica- 
tions may be necessary. 

One precaution: a separate 
sprayer should be used to 
apply 2, 4-D and this sprayer 
should not be used with in- 
secticides and fungicides.

FRESH, 
ONTARIO ASPARAGUS 


Ontario vegetable growers!

will soon be providing local 
stores with asparagus. Fresh 
asparagus which is tender and 
erisp and has been cooked 
quickly to preserve its enjoy- 
able flayour and texture, is 
indeed a treat. 

The,Food and Nutrition De- 
partment, Macdonald Institute, 
Guelph, advises buying 
straight, brittle stalks of as- 
paragus that have close, com- 
pact tips. To serve 4, pur- 
chase 1% to 2 pounds. 

Break or cut off tough ends 
of asparagus stalks. Wash well 
with cold water and use a 
brush to remove grit, if neces-| 
sary. Scrape scales from lower 
part of stalks. 

Stand stalks straight in the 
bottom of a double boiler (tip- 
ends up); tie bunch together 
with string. Add 142 teaspoons 
salt and 2 inches of boiling 
water. Bring to boiling point; 
cook uncovered, just until 
tender (about 10 to 20 min- 
utes). Drain well. Pour 2 
tablespoons melted butter over 
the asparagus and serve hot. 

Various sauces may also be} 
served with asparagus. Hol-| 
landaise sauce is prepared by} 
beating 2 egg yolks in the top) 
of a double boiler; slowly stir] 
in 1% cup melted butter. Gra- 
dually add %4 cup boiling 
water, stirring constantly.

trout every year. Making the| lar, however, is the quickest 


disclosure was Ray Simpson, 
Dept. of Lands and Forests, 
Bobcaygeon. He also told the 
meeting that observations at 
Rosdale dam indicated there 
should be good fishing there 
this year. 

Discussing the prevalence of 
carp in the lakes, Mr. Simpson 
stated that these fish are 
strictly vegetarians and do not 
eat other fish, or fish eggs. 
Any damage that they do, is 
caused by them stirring up 
egg beds and thereby smother- 
ing the eggs of lung and other 
fish. Carp are abundant m 
the Kawartha Lakes but they 
are by no means taking oyer. 
The department has employed 
commercial fishermen ‘this 
past year, whose job it is to 
net the carp. This method of 
eliminating them will again be 
employed this year, commenc- 
ing in June. These fishermen 
were paid an attractive price of 
12c a lb. Some of the Jakes 
that they have worked in are 
Pigeon, Rice, and Sturgeon. 
There were 41,079 lb. taken 
out of Pigeon Lake, and 129,- 
248 Ib. (tops in the Kawarthas) 
out of Sturgeon Lake. Mr. 
Simpson stated that his depart 
ment intended to do some sur- 
vey and netting work in the 
lakes in the immediate area. 

Mr. Jones from the Depart- 
ment of Travel and Publicity 
revealed some very enlighten- 
ing facts. He told the audience 
that in a Lakefield survey 
conducted by his department, 
of 3000 people questioned, 
only 4.4% were interested in 
fishing; while 82.6% came 10 
holiday and laze around. He 
questioned how much Fene- 
lon Falls was spending to at- 
tract tourists, Promotion 1s 
one of the most essential 
points in attracting them. 
Since its inception the Kawar- 
tha Lakes Tourist Association 
has publicized the Kawarthas 
more than it has been publiciz- 
ed at any other time. Pointing 
out that there should be more 
thought given to the promo- 
tion, Mr. Jones said that while 
Europe was spending $14.00 
per person on all tourists, the

Lindsay, long known as a 
railroad town, had some of its 
colourful past recalled on the 
occasion of the steam-powered 
CNR excursion to Lindsay a 
few days ago. 

Mayor Joseph Holtom pre- 
sented a history of railroading 
in Lindsay which will no doubt 
hold interest for the many 
people who were unable to be 
present for the event. 

Here is Lindsay's railroad 
history as chronicled by his 
worship: 

“It was on Oct. 16, 1857 
that the first train came to 
Lindsay - over the Port Hope 
and Lindsay Railway - 104 
years ago. 

“This too was a significant 
event for Lindsay and the 
Kawartha and Haliburton 
area - because the railroads 
opened up this part of Ontario 
for the settlers, and for the 
rich lumbering and farming 
industries. 

“In 1868 - Whitby - Port 
Perry Railway was built to 
Lindsay; 1871, the first line 
came through from Toronto, 
It was called the Toronto and 
Nipissing Railway and _ for 
some reason or anvther it end- 
ed up at Coboconk - about 
thirty miles north of here. 

“Later on these lines were 
to be amalgamated into the 
Grand Trunk Railway. 

‘In 1873, according to our 
Town Records, the Lindsay 
Council passed a Bylaw to raise 
debentures for $60,000. to be 
paid as a bonus to another 
railway to be known as the 
Lindsay, Fenelon Falls and Ot- 
tawa Railways. Apparently this 
was not enough money because 
two years later this Bylaw was 
amended and the amount was 
upped to $85,000. and the 
name of the Railway was chan- 
ged to the Victoria Railway. 
It was supposed to run up 
through the Northern town- 
ships and eventually end up in 
Ottawa, however, by 1878 it 
got up to the village of Hali- 
burton and that today is the 
end of the line. 

THE WALK THAT NEVER 
DID GET BUILT 

“This is the railway and the 
tracks on which your train 1s 
now parked (Victoria Avenue 
north). 

“The Town of Lindsay grant- 
ed the company a right of way 
down Victoria Avenue and in 
return the railway company 
was to build a plank sidewalk 
up one side of the street and 
in addition was to grade and 
gravel the street all the way, 
and “for ever’. I have been 
chasing our Board of Works to 
fix this street but maybe I 
should have been going after 
the C.N.R, all these years. 

“T wonder if the railway can 
fix potholes as well as the 
Board of Works? 

“During this period several 
other railways were built in 
this area and there were plans 
for more, railways were com- 
ing from everywhere; in fact, 
for a while, it looked as if 
every town and city in Ontario 
was going to be hooked into 
Lindsay. 

GROWTH AND DEVELOP- 
MENT 

“1860 - 1900 was a period 
of growth and development in 
this area brought about by 
railroads. It was the era of 
the promoter, and the rough 
railroad builder. 

“These promoters would go 
through the municipalities and 
give glowing accounts of how 
the railroads would bring fame 
and fortune to the various 
municipalities. They would 
hold public meetings, eventu- 
ally have a vote and councils 
would then pass bylaws to 
issue the necessary deben- 
tures, It would appear that 
many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were raised in this 
area to help finance the build- 
ing of the railways. 

“And so, by the turn of the 
century Lindsay became a real

“Goat’s Beard’s Good Name Is ¢ 


Goat’s-beard was classed as 
a delicacy in the England of 
Elizabeth the First. The roots, 
boiled and buttered, were 
much preferred to parsnips or 
carrots. The roots were dug 
as needed or stored in sand. 
In the winter months they pro- 
vided the poor man with the 
taste, if not the meat, of oys- 
ters—hence the description of 
the weed as “oyster plant.” 

These plants also had a spir- 
itual virtue; they were dried 
over the fires which burned on 
St. John’s Eve and then hung 
in the house and barn to pro- 
tect man and beast from evil. 
These edible, spiritual and 
medicinal properties were 
‘probably attributed more to 
the purple or field goat’s-beard 
than to yellow-flowered spec- 
ies which is more common in 
Ontario.

WE LIVE IN DEADLY PERIL 

Don’t let the title fool you. 
I am not talking about the 
potentialities of the bursting 
bomb. I am not discussing the 
number one killer: heart di- 
sease, I am not reminding you 
of the hollow-eyed execution- 
er: cancer. 

What I refer to does not 
come tip-toeing and spreading 
into serious disease. I speak 
of sudden catastrophe, which 
strikes as lightning does. 

You've guessed. You read 
statistics, too. When I say “it 
was the cause of about 38,000 
deaths last year, and about 
3,000,000 casualties,” you 
know the answer: “the auto- 
mobile!” 

Whenever I get behind the 
wheel of my car to go around 
the block or begin a thousand- 
mile journey I feel like a 
knight in armor going out to 
battle. You see, as a doctor 
J read more into the cold statis- 
tics. 

First hand, I have seen the 
blood baths, the smashed 
skulls, the broken backs, arms 
and legs. 

I have seen those who were 
brought to the first aid room 
DOA (dead on arrival); those 
who came shrieking; those in 
the gray pallor of shock and 
insensibility; girls who were 
once proud of their fine com- 
plexions came with faces cut 
to shreds; boys who were once 
athletes and who would now 
spend the rest of their lives 
on crutches or in the wheel 
chair; babies who would never 
grow up to learn the one-word 
vocabulary: “Mama!” 

And the rest of us, young, 
middle-aged or elderly, who 
would be victims of this man-

tractor oil 


It’s a fact that the darken- 
ing colour of your tractor 
engine is not a reliable guide 
that it's time for an oil change. 
So says G, S. Moggach, Ontario 
Department of Agriculture 
engineering extension specia- 
list. 

“Most tractor engines today 
use the detergent or heavy-| 
duty type of motor oil. It'll be 
dirty looking the first time 
you Jook at your oil after an 
oil change,” says Moggach, 
who works out of the Western 
Ontario Agricultural School at 
Ridgetown. ! 

Detergent means “cleaning 
ability”, he explains. This type 
of oil keeps dirt and other 
contaminants suspended in the 
oil so they will not settle out 
and form varnished and car- 
bon deposits on piston skirts, 
upper ring grooves, valve} 
stems, and other eritical en- 
gine parts. That’s why the; 
color of your oil can’t be used 
as a guide for oil changes. 

During normal operation an 
engine tends to accumulate 
deposits of various kinds, such 
as those resulting from oxida- 
tion, “blow-by”, lead from the 
fuel, minute water particles 
and just plain dirt, says Mog- 
gach. The larger suspended 
particles are removed by the! 
oil filter but those particles too) 
smal] in size to be trapped by 
the filter will remain suspend- 
ed in the circulating oil. 

Naturally, more and more of 
these fine deposits will ac 
cumulate and this oil loses 
> its capacity to carry all the}

test, accompanied by one of 
the men, 

In the top accompanying 
picture, Earl Ruthven is just 
climbing in beside a driver to 
take him on a three mile road 
test. 

The applicant is John Colven 
of 31 Albert Street south, 
shown below in front of the 
special machinery used to give 
the eye test and sign recogni- 
tion test. Mr. Ruthven will 
carry a complete marking 
sheet with him on the trip 
and marks the applicant accor- 
dingly, checking all possible 
points of his driving, such as 
signalling, parking, backing 
up, take off and control, turns 
and so on. 

The centre picture shows C. 
G. Hocking giving John his 
eye test. If a person wears 
glasses, he must take these 
tests both with his glasses on 
and off. Some people wear- 
ing contact lenses attempt to 
fool us into believing they 
don’t wear glasses but we have 
a way of telling, Mr. Hocking 
declared. 

The written test, which 
John is shown writing in the 
bottom photo, is based on in- 
formation which is readily av- 
ailable prior to making a  lic- 
ence application in the driv- 
ers’ manual put out by the De- 
partment of Highways, and av- 
ailable at any police office, or 
the licence bureau. 

Both examiners admitted 
that many applicants come un- 
prepared to try for their lic 
ence. They said thaf much of 
this could be corrected if more 
applicants ‘would thoroughly 
study the drivers’ handbook, 
as well as learning how to 
handle the car. 

A complete test takes about 
40 minutes. 


Must take tests 
before receiving 
temporary permits 


Toronto— Prospective Ont- 
ario drivers will have to take 
three tests before being allow- 
ed to take out temporary in- 
struction permits, effective 
June ist. The tests are to de- 
termine vision, knowledge of 
road signs and elementary 
rules of the road.

FOYT CLAIMS ONE OF THE CLOSEST RACES 

A. J. Foyt is the 1961 Indianapolis-500 winner — 
after getting a lucky break yesterday to claim one of the 
closest Memorial Day races ever. Foyt had to make a 
refueling stop with just 16 laps to go and Eddie Sachs 
zoomed into the lead. But with just three laps to go, 
Sachs was forced to stop for new tires. Foyt roared 
back into the lead and to victory. Seven different drivers 
held the lead at one time or other in the big race. The 
lead changed hands 22 times and at the finish, Foyt 
was just eight and one-half seconds ahead of Sachs. 
The payoff to the winner probably will be around 115- 
thousand dollars. 


AVERAGE SPEED 

Foyt’s average speed in winning the big race at In- 
dianapolis was 139-point-131 miles per hour—an all-time 
record. It was slightly faster than the previous mark 
set in 1960 by winner Jim Rathmann. Speedway officials 
at first announced that Foyt’s time had been slightly 
slower than Rathmann’s record—but later they correct- 
ed the time. 


PULLS EVEN 

Cincinnati pulled even with San Francisco on top 
of the National League yesterday—and the Los Angeles 
Dodgers are right on their heels. Cincinnati swept a 
doubleheader from San Francisco 7-6 and 6-4. Los An- 
geles gained ground with a 5-3 win over St. Louis. Mil- 
waukee downed Philadelphia 3-1 in the first of two games 
but the Phils took the second game 11-4. The Chicago 
Cubs scored 5-3 and 10-0 wins over Pittsburgh. In the 
American League, Detroit split with Kansas City. The 
Tigers took a 5-3 triumph in the opener, but the A’s won 
the second game 9-3. Cleveland swept over Minnesota 
43 and 7-5, and Baltimore belted Chicago 6-0 and 2-1. 
New York walloped Boston 12-3 and Washington whipped 
Los Angeles 5-1. 


NO REST

ball teams after the heavy Memorial Day schedule. All 
18 will see action again today. In the American League 
there are five night contests. New York is at Boston, Los 
Angeles plays at Washington, Minnesota is at Cleveland 
Kansas City is at Detroit and Baltimore plays at Chicago.

The current issue of “Track & Traffic”, official 
publication of Canada's economy and sports car in- 
dustry, devotes several pages to a development now 
nearing the final stages of completion 4 few ‘miles 
south of Lindsay.

THE COURTS HAVE AN OBLIGATION i 

During the last few days a number of cases involy- 
ing boys and youths have been heard in Lindsay magis- 
trate’s court. In some instances the names of these 
lads have been exposed to the public. eye. with possible 
damaging effects which will prevail long after they have 
paid the price required by the law for their misdemean- 
ours. 

It is a sad commentary on the state of affairs with- 
in the various publication media today that competition 
for news almost demands that the names of youthful 
offenders be made public. We believe the courts have 
an obligation to perform in this respect, an obligation 
which would not interfere with freedom of the press but 
which would prevent all segments ~ from misusing its 
freedom. We would suggest it is the duty of the courts 
to restrain news gatherers in the use of names by pre- 
scribing a higher age level at which they may be pub- 
lished in connection with offenses against the law. Surely 
there is enough news around to make it possible for the 
various media to meet their requirements without re- 
sorting to the use of names of offenders under the age 
of 18. Lots and lots of youths under the age of 18 get 
into scrapes of one kind or another but, having been 
spared needless publicity and given a chance to mend 
their ways, do so. Widely publicizing their lawless ac- 
tions under this age often makes them put on a bold 
front, adopting an air of bravado, defiance or resent- 
ment against society, none of which attitudes encourage 
reform. r ' 
To argue that a story of a court case is value-less 
without the use of a name is pointless... . Are real 
names used in good fiction stories based on lawless de- 
velopments? Certainly not. There is absolutely no 
need to use the names of youngsters under the age of 
18 who get in difficulty with the jaw. The courts or 
the various repartments of justice should make it their 
business to see that people under this age do not be- 
come fair game in the competitive business of newsgath- 
ering. As a matter of fact, we have often thought 
there was cause to doubt that the names of any people 
appearing before the courts of the land are public prop- 
erty. Of one thing we are sure, it would be impossible 
for all of the names of all of the people who break the 
law to appear in the press, on television or radio. 
This being so, is not the use of the names of those in- 
volved only in the more bizarre offenses discrimination 
(* the highest order?

Mrs. J. A, Norabell, chairman of the Otonabee Region 
Conservation Authority. Entitled “Conservation for Sur- 
vival”, it cited the growing need for conserving the 
nation’s water supply, especially in the heavier populated 
areas. 

Among the things Mrs. Norabell mentioned was the 
desirability of damming up smaller waterways to guard 
against spring runoff and erosion, and the continued re- 


forestation of otherwise unproductive land which has been 


stripped of its original timber. 

Most people who have traveled through this county 
of Victoria must have observed the rapidity with which 
our brooks and rivers dwindle from the springtime flood 
erest to exceedingly low levels. It is only necessary to 
observe the performance of one brook close to Lindsay to 
see what is happening. We have in mind Mariposa Brook 
which cuts down through Victoria County for consider- 
able distance, eventually emptying into the Scugog River 
near Scugog Lake. This brook could well do with a dam 
or two along its course to conserve the springtime runoff. 
Many residents can remember when the course of this 
brook was fairly heavily forested, during which time it 
maintained a summertime level which was deep enough to 
provide some excellent swimming holes. Now, in mid- 
summer, those same swimming holes become little more 
than puddles in a sluggish brook. 

There is evidence in many quarters of the urgent 
need for conserving our water supplies and for reforest- 
ation which helps control the runoff. Never in the history 
of this region has this been more apparent. It was once 
the exception to hear of a farmer's well going dry, now it 
is the rule, a clear indication that something it amiss. Will 
the necessary remedial action be taken or will we continue 
to drift aimlessly down the path of wanton wastefulness 
to the point where nature forces a showdown, as she most 
certainly can be depended upon to do? 


NOW IS THE TIME WHEN.... 

Now is the time when a lot of people are beginning 
to make plans for the summer vacation (providing the 
weather continues to take a turn for the better) and a re- 
minder of holiday time comes from the All Canada In- 
surance Federation. It points out that home burglaries 
represent a large portion of the $1,500,000 theft loss 
in Canada each year and that thefts of this nature in- 
crease sharply during the vacation months when owners 
are away. 

The Federation, which represents more than 200 
Canadian fire, casualty and automobile insurance comp- 
anies, offers these recommendations to guard against 
home burglary while on vacation. 

1) Have milk and newspaper deliveries cancelled. 
Old newspapers are a sure indication that the resident 
is away. ; 

2) Arrange to have your lawn cared for regularly. 

3 Inform the local police that you will be away. 
They will check your home periodically. 

4) Have a friend or neighbor visit the house occas- 
ionally to see that. all is in order. 

5) Remove yaluable silver or jewelry for storage in 
a bank safety deposit box. ? j 

6) Do not leave lights burning in the house. 

7) Ask the local newspaper not to mention that 
you will be away. Professional burglars read the social 
columns. 

8) If a theft or break-in is discovered, inform pol- 
ice immediately. Even if nothing of value has been 
taken, the information will be of value to police.

SODIUM IN WATER HEART DANGER 

Calgary — (Special) — A local researcher has unra- 
yelled a medical mystery which could prolong the lives 
of thousands of sufferers of heart disease in western Can- 
ada and the midwest U.S. 

Dr. G. B. Elliott, pathologist at the Calgary General 
Hospital, has discovered that the high sodium content of 
drinking water in many areas of western North America 
poses a threat to the lives and health of many heart suf- 
ferers. 

Further, many hospitals may he endangering heart 
patients in their care through water softener systems, ~ 

This medical detective story began about four years 
ago when a Calgary man was admitted to hospital serious- 
ly ill with a heart condition, 

He responded quickly to treatment which included a 
low salt diet (salt, chemically, is sodium chloride), lost 40 
pounds and was discharged in good health. 

HEALTHY 

The patient remained in good health for five months, 
while he faithfully followed his diet. 

Then he moved to the country. Within a short time 
he was back in hospital, seriously ill and 36 pounds over- 
weight. 

He was adamant in his denials when accused of not 
sticking to his salt-free diet. 

Within six days, without any change in diet or other 
treatment, his symptoms were relieved and his weight 
down. 

Dr. Elliott and his staff cast about for other sources 
from which the man might be unwillingly getting salt. A 
test was made of his well water and it was found to con- 
tain a high sodium content. A new water source was 
found. 

4-YEAR STUDY 

Thus began Dr. Elliott's four-year study. Working 
with the provincial pathologist, he tested water samples 
from wells throughout southern Alberta. 

It was found that many wells contained enough so- 
dium to be dangerous to persons suffering heart disease. 

People with heart trouble are unable to metabolize 
salt as do healthy individuals. So the salt gathers in their 
system and attracts water with a resultant increase in 
weight. , 

The western plains were at one time covered by the 
sea, the sea was rich in sodium which is now in the soul. 

IN CITIES 

Water supplies in Calgary, Edmonton, Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge are relatively free of sodium, becatise the 
water from rivers from the Rocky Mountains. 

The Alberta health department now may warn heart 
patients of the high sodium content in some of Alberta's 
drinking water. 

The department analyses water of farm wells on re- 
quest, and most farmers take advantage of this service. 

TESTS : 

All municipal water supplies in Alberta are tested for 
bacterial and mineral content by provincial health de- 
partment laboratories and have been found to be gener- 
ally sodium free. 

Rural farm wells some times have a high sodium 
content which can be harmful. 

Dr. Elliott said hospitals using water softeners should 
analyse the water they use. Sodium is often used in these 
systems and might dangerously increase the salt intake of 
cardiacs. —Toronto Telegram 
NEW SAFETY REGULATIONS 
REQUIRE 3-CONTACT OUTLETS © 

New electrical installations made after June 1 in 
Ontario must have three-contact receptacles for use 
with three-pronged plugs. Keith Bellamy, Ontario 
Hydro’s chief electrical inspector announced today. 

The new safety regulation will not affect installa- 
tions already completed, but will apply to all renova- 
tions, additions and replacements made after June 1. 
Under The Power Commission Act, Ontario Hydro is re- 
sponsible for making and administering rules and regu- 
lations concerning electrical installations in the proy- 
ince. 

“This is another step in a safety program to provide 
for the grounding of portable appliances in all electrical 
wiring systems in the province.” Mr. Bellamy said. “The 
number of appliances with three-wire cords is increas- 
ing and we are preparing for the day when manufactur- 
ers will have a complete line of appliances equipped with 
three-wire cords and plugs. Until then, of course, 
householders can continue to use standard two-pronged 
plugs in three-contact grounding receptacles.” 

Mr, Bellamy warned against cutting the grounding 
prong off a three-wire plug so that it can be used in a 
two-contact, non-grounding receptacle. This practice is 
inadvisable because the grounding prong is a safety feat- 
ure designed as protection should anything go wrong 
with the appliance. 

Similarly, the use of three-to-two wire adapters re- 
moves the protection provided by the three-wire cord 
and the grounding receptacle, he said. These adapters 
are not approved by the Canadian Standards Associa- 
tion or by Ontario Hydro—Ontario Hydro News. 

IS COUNTY ORGANIZATION PERFECT? 

The possibility that Ontario's complete system of 
County organized government, may be in for a full- 
sized overhaul, is assumed in official quarters. John 
Wintermeyer, Liberal Leader for Ontario, has ex- 
pressed determination to insist that the present system 
be revised and modified. 

In an address at Renfrew, Mr. Wintermeyer stated 
that the county organization was created a century 
ago “for a rural society, and an agricultural economy, 
financed by property taxation”. He further asserted 
that “today, Ontario’s society is urban in character, 
and the economy is industrial, and financed more by 
taxes on income and business than by 
property.” 

It is a new phase of Ontario political agitation. 

But its basis providing opportunity for some 
serious thought, may be firm and appealing. The pre- 
sent Municipal administration met problems vitally 
different and less complicated than those of today. 

It is not an established fact that many features of 

the present county council sytem have not become

GRIM REALITY OF UNEMPLOYMENT 
ONLY PARTLY CYCLICAL 

This is not to disregard the grim aspect of such im- 
portant factors as the unemployment situation, which de- 
spite timely efforts to alleviate the worst effects of 
seasonal unemployment, reached the highest figure of 
the post-war years, though the figures are somewhat dis- 
torted in a year-to-year comparison by the fact that the 
peak of the previous business cycle occurred in the first 
quarter of 1960. It is not only the high percentage figure 
which is-disturbing, however, but its progressively higher 
rate in recent years. which suggests a maladjustment 
more fundamental than that associated with the cyclical 
movement of the economy as a whole. 

A number of those employed has tended to rise from 
year to year except in periods of severe depression. The 
labour force, however. has been increasing in recent years 
at a faster rate than employment, with a consequent rise 
in the level of unemployment. These developments have 
been accompanied by shifts within the labour force itself 
—a declining number in agriculture and a rising percen- 
tage, largely women. in the various service occupations. 
These modifications seem likely to be somewhat less 
marked in the years ahead. which are, however, likely to 
bring a greater annual increment in the labour force as 
the generation resulting from the high birth rate of the 
war and succeeding years reaches working age. At the 
same time, we are passing through a technological revo- 
lution which calls for a higher degree and greater diver- 
sity of skills. The present situation is not so much a 
temporary phenonomen, therefore. as a sign that the la- 
bour force has yet adjusted to the changes which are tak- 
ing place in the economy. an economy which. in turn. is 
failing to provide job opportunities for a growing labour 
force.

LEGAL SANCTIONS ARE NOT ENOUNGH 
IN COMBATING DISCRIMINATION 

In Canada today, the principle that every person 

must be free and equal in dignity, and rights regardless 
of race, colour or creed, is widely accepted and practic- 
ed. But such has not always been the case. Indeed, 
the pages of our history are all too frequently besmirch- 
ed by a sad record of conflicts and acts of injustice with 
a racial or a religious basis. 
; Canada’s history began in an atmosphere. of strife 
between different racial and religious backgrounds. 
Very early in our development, we relegated the Indian 
to the limbo of our national life. When desperate peo- 
ple escaped the inequality of their homelands and came 
to this great half-continent, they discovered too often 
that the New World was new only in the geographical 
sense. Racial and relisious feuds of other lands had 
been merely transferred to a new locale and they found 
expression in exclusiveness, in discrimination and even” 
in open conflict. They were reflected in barriers to 
employment, in signs that read. “No Irishmen need ap- 
ply,” or “No Englishmen need apply”, in facilities that 
were for “Gentiles Only”, and so forth. 

Fortunately for Canada, as the ink has dried on pages 
of injustice, new chapters reflecting the conscience and 
the practical good sense of our people have been writ- 
ten. Canadians have gradually subordinated their dif- 
ferences in a common striving toward the construction 
of a great nation. Our history is studded with evidence 
of a growth of mutual understanding, co-operation and 
good will between men and women of every race. col- 
our and creed and of the remarkable achievements 
which the operation of this policy of mutuality has 
wrought for our nation. 

Over the years, legislative sanctions and educational 
programs have been employed by themselves in éfforts 
to promote the kind of society in which respect for hum- 
an dignity and a belief in equality of opportunity hold 
sway. Experience suggests that a complete reliance 
on legal sanctions or, alternatively, educational efforts, 
does not produce the optimum results. For that reason, 
we believe that law and enlightenment must be employ- 
ed together. The one backs up and strengthens the 
other.

PESSIMISM CAN - 
PRODUCE BAD RESULTS 

Q: Is it true that the pessi- 
mistic patient is a poor surgical 
risk?—Mr. T., Washington, 
D.C. : 

A: As a medical man, I can’t 
give you the actual reactions of 
a surgeon when ~ his patient 
says: “Doctor, I have a lot of 
confidence in you. But I just 
know I'll never come out of the 
anesthetic ” 

However, I can tell you this: 
many of my surgical friends 
actually shudder when they} 
have to perform major surgery 
on a patient who “just knows 
he’s going to die.” 

Call if being superstitious 
or what you will, but things} 
have gone wrong too often in| 
such instances to pass them off; 
as coincidences. Unlooked for| 
complications and many fatal- 
ities have followed in the wake 
of such expressions of despair 
and hopelessness. 

Having treated thousands of} 
patients with pneumonia, 
those suffering from coronary 
attacks and other severe medi- 
cal illnesses, I can vouch for 
the fact that optimistic pa- 
tients seemed’ to have the bet- 
ter chance for recovery, all 
other things being equal. 

I can’t give you a scientific 
explanation. Perhaps fear and 
anxiety produce some vital 
changes in the adrenal, pitu- 
itary and thyroid glands

His doctor becomes uncons- 
ciously infected with fear and 
lessened hope. Whatever the 
cause, we doctors are hearten-| 
ed to have cheerful and optim- 
istic patients as partners. 

I shall never forget the 
story told by the surgeon who 
performed the operation a- 
bout the patient who was to 
undergo surgery for the re- 
moval of entire lung because 
of lung cancer. His was to be 
the first such operation in the 
history of medicine. He agreed. 

The doctor gave him an ap- 
pointment for preliminary 
study in a few days. But the 
patient didn’t keep it. After 
an hour had passed the surg- 
eon could not help thinking: 
“I guess the poor fellow] 
thought it over and was too 
scared to go through with it.” 

Bt lo, the patient ran in, 
breathless, and said: “So sorry 
to be late. But I was held up at 
my dentist's. I decided to be 
fitted for some bridgework so 
I could have it right after the 
operation.”

Last week, we talked about the 
Out-patient functions of the In- 
stitute, and this week will sive @ 
brief description of its In-patient 
services and functions. 

The In-patient facilities haye 
been designed to provide maxi- 
mum flexibility to mect the de- 
mands of age and sex. Single 
and double rooms only are ayail- 
able, and these are designed to 
create as homelike an atmosphere 
as possible. There are adequate 
day activity areas within the 
building with trained nursery 
school teachers to provide for the 
grouping of children according 
to their needs for constructive 
activities. There are ample out- 
side activity areas as well. An 
occupational therapy workshop is 
also provided. 

Admission to the In-patient 
service, when it is deemed ad-| 
visable by the staff physician, is 
arranged on parents’ signature 
alone. Admission will be advised | 
when: 

1. there is a need for close con- 
tinual observation for diag- 
mosis and assessment, 

_ there is some aspect of train- 
ing that can be initiated intra- 
murally, and later continued at |

WANT A PRETTIER PROFILE? Just by the twist of a 
tress, it is possible to enhance the feminine profile. How the 
tress should be twisted, howeyer, depends on the individual 
contouring of one's own features. 

For the button of a nose, the move is a clean upsweep 
at the temples and a complete exposure of the ears. This 
gives the nose more definition by increasing the area be- 
tween its tip and the ear. 

A long or protuberant nose responds to quite opposite 
tactics. It appears softer, shorter and smaller, when the 
hair is swept straight back from the temples; then swirled 
so as to partly cover the ears and curve up on the cheeks. 


The are of hair thus formed is in reverse to the are of the 
nose, and therefore acts as an effective counter. 
Whatever the nose’s contour — good, bad or indifferent 
—its side view can be prettified by the clever management 
of the back hair. Simply arrange the bulk of the fullness 
on the nape or high on the head; never directly opposite 
the nose. Also regulate the amount of fullness, A huge 
fluff of curls would completely dwarf a nubbin nose, But 
it would offset the Titan type — completely.
